CUBAN JOINT RESOLUTIONS.

Mr. Morgan Will Push ‘the Matter to 
an Early, Vote. e 


Weshington, March i2.—TIhe failure of 
the senate thus far to act upon the ques- 
tion involved in the Dupont ease and eon 
the conference report oa the Cuban res¢lu- 
tions, retains them in line as unfinished 
business for this moming week. 

The S$ attitude toward the Cuban 
resolution has been materialy affected by 
the joint resolution offered at the close of 
Friday night's session by Mr. Morgan. It 
is understocd that he will-press his joint 
resolution to a vote if for no other purpose 
than to put the senate on record. 

The legislative and judicial appropria- 
tion bill, which is in charge of Mr. Cullom, 
will be called up at the first opportunity. 
The provision changing the compensation 
of United States marshals and district at- 
torneys from fees to salaries, will doubtless 
Cause debate, but otherwise there is little 
in the bill that should precipitate discus- 
sion. This bill to approve the compromise 
made between the United States and the 
state of Arkansas, holds its place as the 
unfinished business, but Mr. Berry has not 
pressed it. 

Beyond tomorrow, which under the rules 
is to devoted to the consideration of 
business reported by the committee on the 
affairs of the District of Columbia, there is 
no programme of business arranged for the 
house of representatives this week. Chair- 
man Babcock says he will not have enough 
business to engage the attention of the 
house for an entire session unless some 
wholly unexpected opposition to some one 
of the measures on the calendar from his 
committee should develop. 

The naval appropriation bill, owing to 
differences in the committee having it in 
charge, mainly over the appropriation for 
battleships and for dry docks, has not 
been fully completed, and it is not expected 
to be reported before the latter end of the 
week. That had been depended on by the 
managers to occupy most ofthe time begin- 
ning Tuesday, and they have nothing of 
large importance to take its place. Two 
minor bills of a general nature are on the 
calendar, and an opportunity will doubtless 
be afforded to press them to passage. 

The committee on ways and means hag 
before it for discussion and action at its 
“filled cheese’’ bill, 
reported from the subcommittee last week. 
Those particularly interested in its pro- 
gress belleve that the full committee can 
agree upon a report that day. Should that 
be done, the bill will doubtless be taken up 
a day or two later. It will be vigorously 
fought in the house, and a large debate is 
certain to ensue whenever. it does come up.

Press Comments. 

In its issue tomorrow The Daily News, 
under the caption of “A Break in the 
Clouds.’”’ wiil deal with Lord Salisbury’s 
reply tec Sir James Stanfieid, which it de- 
seribes as the most hopeful word that has 
been had for a long time from the prime 
minister. The paper says that it hopes 
that no efforts will be spared to press the 
consideration of the memorial into action. 

The Daily News elsewhere traces the ar- 
bitration movement from the resolutions 
adopted by the American congress in 1890 
and the house.of commons in 18°95, and from 
President Cleveland’s message in the latter 
year. It proceeds: 

“When Lord Rosebery became prime min- 
ister he took the matter up with the unani- 
mous approval of the cahinet. He inti- 
mated to Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
ambassador to the United States. that 
shoull President Cleveland act vUxon the 
resolution of congress, which requested him 
to invite negotiations with this government 
with a view to establishing a system of ar- 
bitration, the British government wonld 
welcome such an invitation. Bince then 
nothing has been done. We hope that 
Lord Salisbury’s letter means that substan- 
tial proposals have been made.”

MURPHY PLEADED 
FOR HIS. LIFE 


But the Mob Took Him Ont of Jail and 
Hanged Him. 


A LYNCHING IN KENTUCKY 


The Jailer Refused to Surrender the 
Keys When Demanded. 


BUT THEY WERE THROWN TO THE MOB 


By the Wife of the Jailer, Who Was 
Badly Frightened—Murphy 
Hanged to a Tree. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Ma.sch 22.—(Special.) 
Three weeks ago William Murphy shot and 
killed William Bowlin at Pioneer, Ky., as 
he was walking past his (Murphy’s) house, 
which in Scott county, for no apparent 
cause, but probably some old grudge, as 
the men had not met recently. Bowlin was 
a very popular and steady man, and was 
supposed to have had no enemies. 
Murphy at first defied arrest, but was cap- 
tured and after a hearing was committed 
to jail to await his trial at the circuit 
court. Huntsville being the seat of Scott 
county, the prisoner wag locked up in the 
Huntsville jail in charge of Jailer Ellis. 

A Mob Appears. 

Shortly before midnight last 
was awakened by a loud knocking at the 
jail door and was informed that it was 
Deputy Sheriff Raynor with a _ prisoner. 
Not suspecting anything serious, he opened 
the door and as he did 
confronted by a man with a rifle aimed at 
him, whoo demanded the keys to the jail. 

IcHis refused to give them up, but before 
he a number of other 
intruder, all armed. 
and determined, they once again de- 
the keys and Ellis’s wife and 
daughter, who were nearly frightened to 
death, threw the keys to them. The 
men then went to Murphy’s cell and led 
him out. He knew what was coming, and 
although a pronounced disciple of Inger- 
Soll, called loudly to heaven for aid and 
prayed vehemently. 

His Piteous Appeal. 

It appeared that he must ‘have recognized 
some one in the. party, for he kept say- 
ing: 

“Oh, John, don’t kill me, pray don't kill 
me!” and when he found that his pleadings 
vain he begged to be shot or

The whole affair was conducted so quiet- 
ly that the townspeople knew nothing 
about it till this morning. There were 
about twenty-five armed men in the party.

A Hotel Clerk Comes ‘Forward with 
Sensational Testimony. 

Duluth, Minn., March 22.—Another sen- 
sation was sprung yesterday in the case 
of Charles ‘H. Stuckey, ex-cashier of the 
State bank, who is being tried for the em- 
bezzlement of $10,900 of the bank funds, it 
being the second case, Stuckey having 
been acquitted of the charge of the embez- 
zlement of $4,599. 

Harry DeCamp, a clerk of the Merchants’ 
hotel, of St. Paul, testified that about the 
middle of October—the robbery occurred on 
October f6th—M. O. Hall,-the bank's presi- 
dent, came into the hotel early one morn- 
ing witn a valise, and asked the witness 
to take care of it. Shortly afterwards Hall 
called for the valise and opened it in the 
presence of the witness, who saw that it 
was filled with money. DeCamp gays that 
the valise was filled with currency, and 
that he made a remark io Hall about it, 
who replied that there was but $5,500 in it.

Chicago, March 22.—A special from Co- 
lumbus, O., says: 

“Senator Foraker, through Governor 
Bushnell, has overthrown State Librarian 
Joseph P. Smith. The latter’s enforced 
resignation announced. 
no less at McKinley, who, im the last days 
of his administration, insisted upon Smith's 
confirmation. 

“Mr. Smitn has been one of the most 
faithful and astute of the governor's 
friends and managers. There was never 
a McKinley movement that was not first 
decided upon by Mr. Smith or upon the 
advisability of which his opinion was not 
consulted. The bitter opposition of Smith 
to the Foreker-Bushnell interests could 
not be overlooked. Moreover it had been 
claimed that Smith had been largely instru- 
mental in the grand jury. investigation 
instituted for the purpose of bringing an 
indictment against Ge@rge B. Cox, the 
efficient first Heutenant of Foraker, and 
that the state librarian had even said that 
Foraker would be in the penitentiary be- 
fore he became a member of the United 
States senate.

N. C., March 22.—(Special.)—The 

populist congressional com-

again, but will await developments at 
the renublican state convention, May ith. 
If there is fusion and the congress‘onal 
nomination is conceded to the populists 
they will put up Rev. Charles H. Martin, 
who was their nominee two years ago.

Henry Cowles, North Carolina’s repre- 
Sentative on the republican national com- 
mittee, says: he not think fusion of 
democrats ard populists is dead, but that 
he has recent information which makes 
him know that the leaders of the popu- 
lists’ party and the silver democrats are 
in touch and understanding.

Members who were 
present at Friday night’s important meet- 
ing of the democratic central executive 
committee say the tone of the remarks 
was in the main cheerful and . indicated 
an attachment to the party which is 
significant of the seatiment of the people 
and is very encouraging.

Fort Scott, Kas., March 22.—Ira N. Ter- 
rell, a member of the Oklahoma leg'sla- 
ture, author of capital punishment law, 
and himself the first man sentenced to 
hang under that law, was positively iden- 
tified here tast evening. 

He broke jail at Guthrie, while under 
sentence six months ago. He went back 
to the territory after his wife and children 
and was going east ith them when 
identified by an old acquaintance. Officers 
of Oklahoma counties are disputing who 
shall have custody of him.

A MAJORITY OF THE DELEGATES 


Will Be True to the Traditions of Old 


Time Democracy 


AND FIGHT FOR BIMETALLISM WITH VIGOR 


Talks with Senators and Representa- 
tives from Nearly All the States. 
Some Interesting Figures. 


Washington, March 22.—(Special.)—The 
Washington Star has made a compiete can- 
vass of congressional delegation from all 
the states and it shows that the free coin- 
age men will probably have a majority of 
delegates to the national democratic con- 
vention, 

It takes two-thirds to nominate, but a 
majority adopts the platform. There are 
expected to be 930 delegates, including six 
from each territory and the District ef Co- 
lumbia. The choice of candidates does not 
yet enter much into.the discussion of the 
naticnal convention, This choice depends 
so much upon the policy adopted by the 
party that it seems useless to discuss can- 
didates until it is determined which faction 
of the party is going to control the con- 
vention. 

The first question is, What are demo- 
cratic principles? A large element, com- 
posed chiefiy of the old-fashioned demo- 
crats and thcse holding to old-fashioned 
theories, insist that bimetallism in the 
true sense of the word—that is, silver and 
gold on equal footing as standard: money— 
of the articles of democratic faith. 
Another element, of which Mr. Cleveland 
the recegnized leader, hold to a gold 
standard of value and the use of silver 
only in a subordinate capacity, if at all, 
measured in its value by gold. Which of 
these elements represents the party is to 
be determined. 

Candidates are spoken of in a tentative 
way, but there has not even a boom start- 
ed yet for any of them. Though most peo- 
ple have come to the conclusion that Mr. 
Cleveland himself will not again be a can- 
didate, the opinion is held by men eminent 
in the party and of the wildest poliitcal 
experience that he desires the nomin: Lion 
if he can get matters adjusted in advance 
to suit him. He cannot, therefore, be left 
out of the reckoning in counting over the 
candidates. That he may decline eventual- 
ly is not improbable, but it is quite likely 
that he would be glad to see a situation 
develop which would lead to his nomination 
with a fair prospect of success. The pros- 
pect of such a development ts obscure. A 
declination on his part would be regarded 
by many as an indication that the prize he 
pushed away was already lost to him. 

Morrison, of Illinois, and Matthews, of 
Indiana, are generally regarded.as the can- 
didates most worth considering at this 
time. Carlisle’s candidacy excites no more 
than a passing comment. Whitney might 
be taken into account as a candidate if the 
gold men had control of the convention, 
and he woukl consent to run. The obstacle 
of his disinclination might be overcome, 
but a prerequisite to his candidacy would 
be the defeat of the silver men in conven- 
tion. Olney might become a candidate 
under the same circumstances. 

The interview of ex-Governor Campbell, 
of Ohio, in which he declared that under 
no circumstances would he be a candidate, 
has come as near as anything to giving 
him a boom among the strong party men 
That Vice President Stevenson may be- 
come a candidate is probable. 

But the whole bunch of candidates on 
one side or on the other of the financial 
quesiton w.ll be knocked out of considera- 
tion accordingly as one side or the other 
controls the convention. One set is bound 
to be eliminated at the start. The develop- 
ments attending the organization of the 
convention may put an entirely different 
phase on the matter, and it might even hap- 
pen that they would go into the south 
for a candidate—a thing not now contem- 
plated.

A careful canvass of the situation in all 
the states of the union, through inter- 
views with democrats from all sections, 
some on esch side of the contention, indi- 
cates a different result. The chances seem 
to be that the silver men will have a fa‘r- 
ly strong majority in the democratic con- 
vention, though there appears no prospect 
of their having two-thirds. Even some rad- 
ical gold men admit that there is great 
probability that silver sentiment will pre- 
dominate, and conservative gold men woul 
hardly count on some of the delegations 
given in the above table. It is reasonabie

Most of the delegates are counted solidly 
cne way or the other, because it is expect- 
ed that nearly every state conventiun will 
give instructions. It is held by the demo- 
crats to be competent for the state conven- 
tion to instruct all the delegates of the 
State, thor they have been elected by 
districts. Undcr the present circumstances 
it is believed that the delegations of nearly 
every siate will be instructed for or against 
silver, and in that event the majority casts 
the entire vote of the state. In Ohio and 
West Virginia this will probably not be 
done. In the latter state the silver men 
will probably gain three by the absence cf 
the unit rule. In Ohio it is uncertain which 
will be the gainer, for it extremely 
doubtful which faction will have the ma- 
jority. 

In the above estimate of 
for silver, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan and 
Ohio (136 votes) are the states that may 
fairly be said to be in doubt, and the bur- 
den of availatie information, even from 
“sound moncy” sources, is that Illinois and 
Michigan are pretty certain ‘to instruct for 
Silver; that in Indiana the tendency is the 
Same way, and that the Oh‘o delegation 
being divided, the silver men are conceded 
at least a third of the delegates. 

In lowa, which is rot included in this list, 
the situation is extremely uncertain. Gov- 
ernor Boies may b2 a candidate for the 
presidency, and if he is it is thought he 
can easily bring a silver delegation to the 
convention. Republicans from the state 
think that it will be for ‘‘sound money.” 

The Two-thirds Rule 

With the prospect that neither 
have two-thirds of the delegates, it is ex- 
pected that the two-thirds rule will be 
abandoned. If Morrison were the leading 
candidate, a silver platform having been 
adopted by the majcrity, he might get 
votes from both sides as a compromise. 

The history of the two-thirds rule dates 
back to the first convention ever held ty 
the democratic party. Up to that time the 
candidates of the various part.es had been 
put out in different ways. The first politi- 
cal coavention in the history of the country 
was that of the anti-Masonic party, which 
brought Seward and Fillmore into political 
life. The anti-Masonic party originated in 
western New York over the alleged disap- 
pearance of William Morgan, a Mason who 
had written a book which claimed to expose 
the workings of the first three degrees of 
Masonry. The party came to life in 1826 
and won some fichts in local elections in 
the state of its birth. It then called for a 
national convention to be held at Baltimore 
in September, 1831. This convention was 
followed by the whig convention, held 
in Baltimore in December, 1831, at which 
Clay and John Sargent were nominated. 

The first democratic convention was call- 
ed to mect in Baltimore on the 21st of May, 
1832. Jackson had previcusly been put out 
as the democratic »nomipee by the New 
York leg‘slature, but New Hampsliire, 
which is the orig:nator cf national conven- 
tions, caWed for the convention which was 
held. It wus for the purpose of nominating 
a candidate for vice president, Calnoun 
having quarreled with Jackson. 

The presiding officer of this first demo- 
cratic convei.tion was General Kobert Lu- 
eas, of Ohio, and the resolution requiring a 
two-thirds vote to nominate was introduced 
by Delegate Saunders, ef North Carolina, 
The object of the resolution was tu give 
the southern men something of a veto 
power in the future conventions. The rule, 
as acopted by the convention, and which 
has stoud, in part, to tris day, was as fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved, That each state be entitled, in 
the nomination to be made of a candi date 
for the vice presidency, to a numover of 
votes equal to the number that they will be 
entitled to in the electoral collcges under 
the rew apportionment in voting for pres:- 
dent and vice president, and that two-thirds 
of the whole number of votes in the con- 
vention shall be necessary to constitute a 
choice,”

democratic convention at Balti- 
more in May, 1844, when Polk was nominat- 
ed, a strong effort was made to kill the 
ri ie, but by a vote of 148 to 118 it was al- 
lowed to stand. 

That was the origin of a rule which some 
historians claim has killed off many of the 
best men the party ever had. 

Following the adoption of the rule the 
next democratic convention was held in 
Baltimore in 1855, and there the first cand!- 
date for president was nominated. Van 
Buren was the nominee and twenty-two 
states were represented. 

After that conventions were considered 
regular institutions. 

It was not until 1852 that the rule allowing 
twice the number of delegates in the elec- 
toral college was adopted. That rule did 
not apply until the Cincinnati convention 
in 1856. 

Van Buren was the first victim of the 
two-thirds rule. In the convention of 1844, 
when Polk was nominated, Van Buren had 
a majority on the first ballot, but could 
not secure the necessary two-thirds. Polk, 
who had not been talked of, was pushed 
forward and secured the nomination on 
the tenth ballot. 

There is some difficulty in getting reliable 
information from sections of the west be- 
cause of the absence of democrats in con- 
gress. 

The West. 

Representative Maguire, of Caifornia, is 
the only democrat in the hovse from what 


is known as the far west. ys 

Speaking for that eection My 
porter, Mr. Maguire said: ‘Tt think all of 
the western states will sé Pi free coinage 
delegatfons to the natioral_ tonvention.’ 

“Do you include Kansa@, Nebraska and 
lowa in that estimate?’ 

“Oh, yes, they are fox étver.”’ 

Mr. Maguire said he tijught the factions 
would be close at Chichec. but believed 
the silver men would win. “If we can get 
a silver platform,’ said Mr. Maguire in 
answer to a question as to the presidential 
choice of the west, “we will be satisiied 
with at.y good democrat who wiil agrce 
to «arry it cut, unless it should be a man 
whose past recori would give rise to tear 
that he would be swayed by other influ- 
ences.”’ 

Senator Roach, of South Dakota, says 
that he thinks every one of the states west 
of the Missouri river will send silver deie- 
gations to the convention. He says he can- 
not think of any probable exception. The 
Dakotas are sure to send siver delegates, 
in his judgment. 

The solid west, which, it is claimed, will 
be for silver at Chicago, has the following 
vote in the convention:

A stubborn fight is being made in Ne- 
braska and Kansas. In both these states 
it is agreed that the sentiment is strongly 
in faver of silver. Senator Peifer says he 
thinks the silver men are nine to one gold 
man among the democrats of Kansas, but 
they are net organized, and the adminis- 
tration people are trying to take advantago 
of that fact. 

Probably of all that section of the coun- 
try there is mcre uncertainty about Ne- 
braska. Secretery Morton is putting forth 
his efforts there in favor of the adminis- 
tration, but the general cpinion among 
democrats in congress is that the silvcr 
men have the best of it. 


Wisconsin. 

Senator Vilas says that Wisconsin will 
send a solid “sound money” delegation to 
the convention. He does not think there 
is room for a doubt as to that. He does 
not speak with such certainty as to other 
of the western states. Without pretending 
to be able to speak authoritatively, he en- 
tertains the hope that “sound money” has 
a little the best of it in Illinois, Iowa, Min- 
nesota and Michigan. * He thinks likely 
that in Minnesota and Iowa there is more 
reason for confidence, but there is hope for 
both Illinois and Michigan, according to the 
very general information on the subject. 


Missouri 

The only question in Missouri is whether 
the delegation is to be instructed through- 
out or not. There will undoubtedly be a 
few gold delegates elected—from two to 
four. It lies with the state convention to 
confirm these selections or to select others 
in their places. They may be confirmed 
and instructed to vote for silver, but there 
is a proposition to go further and select 
men in harmony with the majority. No 
doubt is expressed that the solid vote will 
be cast for silver under instructions. 

“T take it for granted,’’ said Senator Vest, 
“that my state will be solid for free coin- 
age of silver and gold at 16 to 1, and that 
the delegates will be so instructed.” | 

The senator said that up to a short time 
ago he had not hoped that the silver men 
would control the national convention, but 
he believed the chances now for them do- 
ing so were good. 

Michigan. 

The influence of Don M. Dickinson is said 
to be the only thing the silver democrats 
fear in Michigan. Dickinson’s influence is 
confessed to be great, and it is said that 
if he were to make an active, determined 
fight .or gold the outcome would be doubt- 
ful. It is said that he has announced his 
intention to keep his hands off, and if he 
does the chances are that a silver dele- 
gation will be elected to the national con- 
vention. The contest is being pressed with 
great vigor. The silver democrats have 
formed a state committee for the purposes 
of this campaign. Kditor Hampton is 
chairman, and among the members are ex- 
Representative Fisher, the last democratic 
candidat» for governor of the state; Mr. 
Burt, the candidate for governor in 188, 
and ex-Representatives Whiting and 
Yaple. ° 

Ohio. } 

While the best politicians admit that at 
least one-third of the Ohio d«'-gation will 
be for silver, it is not probable that the 
silver men will be able to capture the en- 
tire delegation. Senator Brice will prob- 
ably be one of the delegates-at-large from 
the state, provided the silver men don’t 
capture the state convention. The state 
has not heretofore voted as a unit, go that 
there will probably he a divided delegatio yan i 
and it 18 uncertain which faction will 
in the majority. The silver men are sup- 
posed to have the best of it. : 

Senator Brice, speaking of the natioral 
convention, said: “By the t:me tre con- 
vention meets the silver men will be in a 
hopeless minority. They will not be able 
to control the platform or the candidate.” 

“What is your estimate of the ‘sound 
money’ vote at Chicago?” 

‘We will not have less than 680 votes, 
and it is likely that the ‘sound money’ 
vote will be some sixty or seventy more 
than that. It will be that way if there is 
any contest.” 

“What about the presidential choice?” 

‘We will not make up our minds as to 
what we will do about a presidential nomi- 
nee until after the republican national con- 
vention meets. ‘The chances are that the 
state conventions of the big states, like 
New York, Ohio and Pennsylvania, will not 
meet to select delegates until after the 
St. Louis convention.” 

West Virginia. 

In West Virginia the “sound money” 
men, it is said, will get the majority of 
the delegation. No state convention will 
be held, however. It has been decided 
that each of the four congressional dis- 
tricts shall hold a convention and elect 
three delegates, one a delegate-at-large, ° 
There is a good chance that one district 
will send silver men, and possibly two will 
do so. 

The plan given is a fair one to the sil- 
ver men, and if they have any strength 
in the state they have a good opportunity 
of showing it. They ought to be able to 
capture one or two of the district conven- 
tions, it is said. 

Senator Faulkner says that there is some 
hope that a fight over the financial ques- 
tion may ve avoided in West Virginia, the 
delegates being selected without reference 
to silver. If this is not the case, he says, 
there will probably be silver delegates from 
one district, gold delegates from two dis- 
tricts, with the result in the other district 
in doubt. There will be no majority control 
of the delegation. 

Alabama. 

The Alabama gold standard men possess 
the qualities of fighters, but the state is 
counted surely for free coinage. 

“My opinion is that the state convention 
will send a delegation against the gold 
standard and in favor of silver,” said Rep- 
resentative Wheeler. 

Representative Robbins, whose seat was 
given te Mr. Aldrich, also expressed similar 
views. 

Senators Morgan and Pugh, two of the 
ablest silver men in the south, are of the 
opinion that Alabama will be heartily for 
free coinage at Chicago. 

Representative Harrison, one of the 
“sound money” men from the state, thinks 
that there is a good chance for dividing ae 
delegation. 

North Carolina, 

The state convention has not been call- 
ed, but it is conceded that it will elect 
silver delegates. The democrats of North 
Carolina and South Carolina stand shoulder 
to shoulder on the money question. None 
of the prominent men have threatened to 
bolt the national convention should it be 
against silver, but a large number of the 
voters have done s0, and the situa- 
tion is serious to that extent. The leading 
democrats are for silver. All previous 
conventions have declared for the white 
metal. 

Regarding a presidential choice, the dele- 
gation will want a sound and straight-for- 
ward free coimage man, but would proba- 
bly be satisled with Morrison ar Stevenson, 
should either pledge himself to let the 
of the party decide the money ques- 

on, 

North Carolina’s twenty votes are re. 
garded as a certainty for silver at Chi- 
cago. 

Texas. 

It is not disputed that Texas will be for 
silver when the state convention meets. 
The gold standard men claim that they 
will carry a few districts, but it is not. 
knowh how this will take place when the 
state convention will elect all the dele’ 
gates. 

Repeepatetives Pendleton, rrnnen ant 
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Bailey, and all the other members of the 
Texas delegation say that there would be 
@ solid delegation in the national conven- 
tion from the Lone Star State. 

Primaries will be held throughout the 
state on June 6th for the purpose of se- 
lecting delegates to the state convention, 
which has not yet been called. 

Mr. Bailey said: ‘I do not deny nor would 
I attempt to conceal the fact that the 
situation in Texas is a very grave one, 
and it is practically certain that no demo- 
cratic nominee for the presidency can 
carry the state on a gold standard plat- 
form. I feel sure that at least three- 
fourths of the democratic party in Texas 
are earnestly in favor of the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver, and a large part 
of them cannot be driven or induced to sup- 
port a gold standard policy, which they 
honestly believe to be destructive of the 
best intefests of the country. I have no 
doubt that the Texas delegation to the 
mMational convention will be a unit in favor 
of the free coinage of both gold and silver 
@t the ratio of 16 to 1, and will insist to 
the bitter end upon the formulation of a 
platform and the nomination of a candidate 
in harmony with their view.”’ 


Tennessee. 

Representative McMillin, of Tennessee, 
said regarding his state: “Our state con- 
vention will be for silver, and will send 
delegates of that kind to the national con- 
vention at Chicago. In my opinion Sena- 
tor Bate will head the delegation.”’ 

When asked if the democrats of his state 
had any choice for president, he vaid that 
the question of the man to head the ticket 
Was not talked of. 


Florida. 

Florida’s congressional delegation is di 
vided on the money question. Senators 
Pasco and Call are silver men. while 
Representatives Cooper. and Sparkman 
@re for “sound money.” Mr. Sparkman is 
the chairman of the state executive com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Sparkman declined to talk for pub- 
Hecation about the probable action of his 
State, except to say that the democrats 
of Florida are conservative. 

On the other hand Senator Call talked 
freely. “‘The people of Florida of both 
parties are for silver,” he said. ‘“‘The 
banks and railroads and the money in- 
fluences are the other way. The state 
executive committee is in the hands of the 
railroad influence, and I cannot say when 
it will call the convention or what it will 
do. I will say that if the will of nine out 
of ten of the democrats of the state is 
expressed a silver delegation will be sent 
from Florida.’’ 

The senator also said that the silver men 
didn’t propose to be cheated and defrauded 
down there any more and that they would 
“act to secure their right this time.’’ 

Minnesota. 

Representative Towne, of Minnesota, is 
a republican, but he keeps uD 
with the silver movement in the 
various states. He said that if there 
Was an expression of.the will of the demo- 
cratic voters of Minnesota, a silver delega- 
tion would be sent to Chicago. He did 
not know whether there would be an ac- 
tive attempt of the silver forces for the 
delegation. A majority of the leaders of 
the state, men like ex-Congressman Hall, 
Dan W. Lawler and Michael Doran, are 
opposed to silver, and they will more than 
likely prevent the white metal people from 
Tunning the convention. 

Iowa. 

The indications point to a close fight in- 
Iowa over the money question. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Boies, who may yet figure promi- 
nently in the presidential nomination at 
Chicago, is the free silver leader of the 
state, but he has little backing of other 
leaders. The people are said to be with 
him, There is a powerful administration 
influence in the state and this element al- 
Ways takes a deep Interest in the county, 
congressional and. state conventions. It 
Was that faction which secured control of 
the staté convention last year 2nd defeat- 
ed the silver men by a close vote. 

Governor Boies is said to be preparing to 
make a strong fight to capture the coming 
convention for the silver men. Should he 
take a silver delegation to Chicago his 
chances for the presidential nomination 
would be that much more strengthened, 
but should he allow the gold standard 
people to beat him the silver pegpie would 
not be likely to consider him of much 
force. 

| District of Colun:bia. 

Tt can be stated on undoubted authority 
that at least four out of the six delegates 
from the District of Columbia will vote 
with the silver men at Chicago; that there 
is a strong probability of five doing so 
and a possibility of the delegation being 
solid on the subject. It is likely that the 
delegation will adopt the unit rule. If it 
does so the delegation will be sol'd for 
silver. The delegation hasn't any special 
choice for president vet. 


Mississippi. 

Both senators and every representative 
from Mississippi, except Representative 
Catchings, is a strong believer in the white 
metal. It is said that there are fewer 
gold standard men in the state than in 
any other commonwealth in the country. 
Senator-elect Money, therefore, probably 
voiced the sentiments of the people of his 
state in saying: 

“The Mississippi state convention meets 
on April 29th. The delegation will be for 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, independent of the 
action of any other government. The men 
who go to the national convention will 
carry out the views of the people of the 
state. They will not only assent to the 
proposition of free silver, but must af- 
firmatively indorse it. The delegates will 
hot only be sound in principle, but firm in 
maintaining it. They will not be commit- 
ted to any candidate, but they want a man 
who will stand on the platform and not 
on his own opinion. The silver sentiment 
is daily intensifying in the state, and no 
@quivocation or evasion in the platform or 
im the candidate will be tolerated.”’ 

Senator Money is further of the opinion 
that the silver men will be in the majority 
at the national convention. It is not 
known whether Mr. Money wants to go to 
Chicago, but if he desires it he can be a 
delegate without any trouble.

-In fact, the little Palmetto State is in a 


terrible plight, politically. Nobody knows 
the outcome, and even the astute Senator 
Tillman, the man whose word has bcen 
law in the state, may be somewhat appre- 
hensive how South Carolina will end up. 
The senator, however, says he does not 
believe there will be two delegations from 
the stete, as a contested delegation will 
have no grounds to stand on. 

The threat of a contesting delegation 
comes about over a recent letter Senator 
Tillman wrote to a constituent. It stated 
that South Carolina would send a delega- 
tion to Chicago, but should the convention 
not decide for silver, the delegates would 
bolt and join the silver people of the 
west. The Greenville News, one of the 
leading gold daily papers of the state, 
calls upon State Chairman Irby to know 
whether he will sanction any such talk as 
Senator Tillman is guilty o. Since Mr. Till- 
man became prominent in the state, about 
55,000 of the 85,000 white men of South Caro- 
lina have supported him, and still @o 80 
while the remaining 7,000 have bitterly op- 
posed him. Up to this time the minority 
has not bolted any of the nominations 
made, and has sanctioned, in a soft-heart- 
ed manner, the actions of the State con- 
Yentions, controlled by Tillman and his 
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many threats that the minority would 
unite with the republicans and beat the 
“reformers,” or Tillmanites. The reform- 
ers held a constitutional convention last 
year and adopted a new constitution, 
which disfranchised over 50,000 illiterate 
negroes. Still, should the minority demo- 
crats and republicans unite they would 
have a majority over the Tillman faction, 
could a full vote be polled. They would 
hardly win, because the managers of the 
election and the party machinery will be 
controlled by the Tillmanites, but the mi- 
nority democrats assert that they have too 
long been used to ballot box stuffing them- 
selves to allow the Tillmanites to work 
that kind of a game on them, and should 
it be attempted, there would be bloodshed. 

The rather startling statement is made 
by The Greenville News that ‘as it looks 
now the state will go republican in federal 
politics. There will be no such unity 
among the white people as is needed to 
make counting in and counting out safe 
and easy. Under the new election laws a 
fair count will give 50,000 or more negro 
votes, and we believe 25,000 or 30,000 white 
men will vote the republican ticket as 
against a free silver or populist nomina- 
tion.”’ 

South Carolina congressmen laugh at 
this prediction, and say they will carry 
the state for free silver certain, and they 
are about right, say those who know. 
Practically all the farmers of the state 
are with Tillman, and they would not 
allow their negro tenants to vote. This 
would reduce the negro vote way below 
the estimate made by The News. 

Senator Tillman himself will 
South Carolina delegation at Chicago. 
Governor Evans, who will possibly suc- 
ceed Senator Irby, will be another of the 
delegates. Congressman Wilson will be 
another one, if he consents to go. 

Should the national convention be 
silver, Senator Tillman’s: name may, 
compliment, be presented by the South 
Carolina delegation as a candidate for 
president. While the senator does not talk 
about this little project himself, he did not 
hesitate to say: “If the silver democrats 
will put out a genuine silver man at Chica- 
go they will sweep this country, and will 
elect a president and vice president without 
a doubt.’”’ 

There is not a South Carolina representa- 
tive who has announced that he will sup- 
port a gold standard democrat. Senator 
Irby recently stated that he would abide 
the nomination at Chicago, but his days 
are said to be numbered as a senator if he 
has to depend on “reform” votes for re- 
election. His idea now is to cultivate the 
friendship of the minority, which has bit- 
terly opposed him heretofore, and trust to 
some Kind of a combination re-electing him 
to the senate, 
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Georgia. 

A very earnest fignt is in progress be- 
twren the gold standard forces, led by 
Se:retary Hoke Smith, and the free coin- 
age men, led by ex-Speaker Crisp. Usually 
there have been two conventions—one to 
nominate representatives to congress, etc., 
and one to elect delegates to the national 
convention. The free coinage men have 
succeeded in naving the two conventions 
merged into one, thus bringing out a full 
vote and a representative expression. 

The state is counted surely for free 
coinage. 

Representative Lawson, one of ‘three 
sound money’’ men from his state, sized up 
the situation down there as follows: 

“Our party in Georgia is, unfortunately, 
divided on the money question. It is unfor- 
tunate that the destinies of any party 
should be staked on a singie issue, when 
there are so many other vital issues on 
which we all agree. The free silver fac- 
tion seems to me much more aggressive 
than the other. Nearly all the local politi- 
cians, including candidates for coutity offi- 
ces, for the leg.slature or for congress, 
are on that side, while on the other side 
stand as a general rule the’ merchants and 
well-to-do farmers and business men. The 
latter class rarely try to make their infiu- 
ence felt in political campaigns, and exert 
much less power than their numbers, their 
intelligence and their stake in geod gov- 
ernment would authorize. 

“! do not think that Georgia will send a 
solid silver delegation to Chicago. The 
delegates from one or more congressional 
districts, I think, will be for sound money, 
and unless the unit rule is put on the dele- 
gation they will act in accord with their 
convictions at Chicago. We never have, 
so far as I remember, adopted the unit 
rule in Georgia. It may be adopted, how- 
ever, this year, inasmuch as those in con- 
trol of the party at present seem to have 
very little regard for its success. 

“TI think that the convention at Chicago 
will adopt a sound money platform and 
wil! adopt a sound money candidate. To do 
otherwise would be to commit suicide. 
There will probably be a bolt of the most 
ardent free silver men, and two so-called 
democratic electoral tickets in some of the 
states. That also would be suicide, It 
seems to me that many democrats are just 
as fanatical and reckless of the interests 
of the national party as many were at the 
Charleston convention in 1860. In 1850 the 
division Was upon an abs:racticn, squatter 
sovereignty, and in 1896 the division is upon 
a mere incident to free coinage, namely, 
the ratio. 

“I think that probably both factions in 
Georgia would unite in support of Mr. Wil- 
liam R. Morrison for the presidency.’’ 

Kentucky. 

Until the recent trouble at Frankfort 
there was a hope among Kentuckians that 
the differences between the sound money 
and silver men might be settled without 
trouble when tne state convention met. 
There is still some express'on of such a 
hope, but the general bel ef is that a chasm 
has been created which can never be 
bridged, and that the fight at the state 
convention over the selection of delegates 
to the Chicago convention will be one to 
the bitter .end. No compromise will be ac- 
cepted from the side which is in the ma- 
jority at the convention. One or the other 
will lose everything. The delegation from 
Kentucky will either be solidly for ‘‘sound 
money” or for silver, unless the situation 
very materially changes, and that is not 
expected. The silver men and friends of 
Blackburn have been very much embit- 
tered at the “sound money’”’ men. They look 
upon them as republicans, and neither ex- 
pects to give nor receive consideration. 

The interesting question now is, Which 
s‘de will have a majority at the convention? 
It wifi ibe’ close. The “sound money” 
congressmen from the state point to the 
last convention as an indication of what 
the next one will do, but some of them ad- 
mit that the $l) silver strength was not 
polled in the cgnvention last year. There 
were many whd, voted against the silver 
resolutions becatige they thought they had 
no place before t{ie.convention at that time. 
Silver men say gy isn’t a doubt that 
they will win, an@ so it goes. Unprejudiced 
sources, however) #4yould more than likely 
give the delegation to the silver men. 

When asked what the state convention 
would do, Representative McCreary said: 
“I believe that the state democratic con- 
vention will declare in favor of ‘soung 
money.’ ”’ | 

At every previous convention of the state 
the custom has been to allow each congres- 
sional district to select its own delegates 
to the national conventions without inter- 
ference or instruction. If this were car- 
ried out again, the delegation would be di- 
vided, and the gold men think they would 
get the bggest end of the delegation. Of 
the twenty-six votes of the state they 
claim that they would be sure of eighteen 
or twenty. 

Representative Owens said: “My idea 
dis that the (first, second and third 
districts: will send silver delegates 
to Chicago. The fourth is in doubt, 
but the fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth, 
tenth and eleventh will send ‘sound mon- 
ey’ men.” 

Both of the men quoted are sound money 
representatives. Messrs. Clardy and Ken- 
dall are the only s:iver representatives from 
the state. The latter preferred not to taik 
on the situation. , ; 

Representative Hendrick and others said

a2 desire for conservative action 
among the democrats, and that after all the 
delegation might be divided for harmony's 
sake. Outsiders, those not in official life, 
believe that there will be no harmony, and 

that the splitin Kentucky will exist for a 
quarter of a century. 

Virginia. 

The “sound money” men have almost in- 
variably included Virginia in estimating 
their. strength at Chicago, but the most 
competent judges of the situation in that 
state say that the delegates will be found 
in the silver column at the national con- 
vention. This will be the case if that old 
warhorse of Virginia democracy, Senator 
Daniel, has any influence when the state 
convention meets in June. He is one of 
the silver leaders who does not believe in 
compromise or double-edged platforms, and 
will insist that his state send trustworthy 
silver men. Of course, it is not known that 
the delegation will be instructed, but it 
will be composed of men who will probably 
lay aside personal feeling and vote as the 
people Of their state wish. 

Of the nine democrats in the house from 
the state, five—Messrs. Jones, Tyler, Mc- 
Kenny, Swanson and Otey—are silver men. 
Three—Messrs. Eliett, Turner and Tucker— 
are gold men. Mr. Meredith is also count- 
ed as a silver man, although he did not vote 
for the senate substitute in the house. 
Senator Martin is a conservative ‘sound 
money’’ man, 

When asked for an expression of opinion, 
Senator Daniel said: 

“The democrats of Virginia believe in 
conserving the institutions of the country 
and the property of the people. They are, 
therefore, for restoring silver coinage and 
arresting the system of contraction which 
shrinks property and increases the burden 
of taxes and debt. The democratic siate 
convention will, in my opinion, so declare 
if it represents its constituency, as 1 hope 
and believe it will. 

“A president who would carry out plat- 
form promises is what the American people 
want. Congress, coming from all sections 
and immediately representing all the states 
and all the people, is the body which should 
shape political policies, and the veto power, 
with the power of patronage, should not be 
exercised in hostility to its deliberate judg- 
ment. The British pecple have long since 
passed the time when they would submit 
their policy to executive dictation, and free 
institutions cannot be maintained unless 
the people are strong enough to elect rep- 
resentatives who will obey their will with- 
out dictation. 

“The democratic party will carry the 
country as soon as it becomes thoroughly 
democratic, and it would not have been 
overthrown in 1894 if it had done what it 
promised to do. 

“The idea of international agreement is 
well enough in its way, but ‘who will bell 
the cat?’ the question asked of the mice, 
is supplanted by the question, Who will 
g&uarantee or enforce international agree- 
ment? When we were three or four ml- 
lions of people we set up independence with- 
out international agreement. Now that we 
are 70,000,000 to declare our independence is 
a folly stupendous. The fact is, interna- 
tional agreement is an international toy, 
which has been used to amuse the people 
for thirty-five years. They are no longer 
in the mood to ‘be pleased with a raitle 
and tickled with a straw.’ ’’ 

Arkansas. 

The sixteen votes of Arkansas will stand 
solid and firm to the last at Chicago for 
free silver. While one of the candidates 
for governor of the state is running on a 
“silver or nothing’ platform, it is not cer- 
tain that the delegates from the state will 
consent to joining a new movement and 
leaving the democratic party if the gold 
standard men have contro! of affairs at the 

ational convention. There has not been 
quite so much talk of this kind among the 
Arkansas representatives as has been the 
case in some other states, but every mem- 
ber of the delegation admits that the nomi- 
nation of a gold man at Chicago would 
lose thousands of democrats to the ticket. 
Their words intimate that it might be hard 
to hold the state. Arkansas silver men are 
all confident that the national convention 
will be controlled by silver men. Senator 
Jones and Representative Terry savy so, and 
confideni!y predict that the silverites will 
have a comfortable working mujerity. They 
have no other idea, and that is why there 
is so little talk from Arkansas about bolt- 
ing. 

Representative Dinsmore said: ‘“‘There is 
no doubt about what Arkansas will do. 
Ninety-five per cent of the democrais of 
the state are for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. It is the determined pur- 
pose of the democracy of the state, 
spired and encouraged as much as possible 
by every member of the delegation in con- 
gress, to send no delegate to the Chicago 
convention who is not reliably certain to 
use his influence to commit the party to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver and 
gold by the United States government at a 
ratio of 16 to 1, independent of any other 
country on earth.’’ 

The state convention will meet-in May, 
and Senator Jones will likely be one of the 
“big guns’’ of the delegation to the national 
convention. Senator Berry could go if he 
desired, but he has never attended many 
national conventions, 

Senator Eate’s Views. 

In response to a question, Senator 
said: 

“It is too early to give any specific ex- 
pression as to the individua's who may be 
delegates to that convention, but as to the 
great question of ‘free coinage of silver.’ 
there is no room for doubt as to the posi- 
tion which the delegation from Tennessee 
w.ll take in the deliberations at Chicago. 
There have recently heen held in Tennes- 
see some twenty or more democratic mass 
meetings in as many counties, and, so far 
as I have seen, all have declared in favor 
of ‘free This I believe to be the 
conviction of at least 80 per cent of the 
With so large a 
majority of the party in favor of that pol- 
icy in our currency, it is to be expected 
that the state convention will instruct the 
delegation to Chicago to vote for a ‘free 
silver’ platform and for a ‘free silver’ can- 
didate. As to who should be nominated by 
that convention for the first or second 
place, I have seen no preference expressed, 
nor do I know that &ny exists, which 
would voice the preference of the demo- 
vrats of the state. 

“The democratic party in Tennessee is 
pre-eminently the party of the people, and 
not of the classes; hence, it holds to the 
real democratic principle that the voice of 
the majcrity, fairly expressed, shall be the 
rule of the party. Heretofore, under‘ very 
different conditions from any which ‘exist 
at present, two rules have obtained im 
democratic national conventions. The ma- 
jority ruled in formulating the platform 
and the minority governed in naming the 
candidates. The two-thirds rule was a con- 
cession to the southern states for _their 
protection, but when the reason for that 
ruie ceased the rule itself ought to have 
been abandoned, since its practical opera- 
tion, as well as its real purpose, was to 
clothe the minority with a power to distate 
its candidate upon the majority. There be- 
ing no reason for the continued operation 
of that rule, it seems to me it would be a 
wise concession to harmony for the con- 
vention to announce the abandonment of 
‘the ‘two-thirds rule.’ 

“Another change is also desirable. This 
year, above all other times, the people ot! 
all parties demand clear, posifive and em- 
phatic platforms as to measures and poli- 
cies, as well as of principles. Al classes 
are tired of ‘sitraddilers’ and Delphic an- 
nouncements, which may be read in dif- 
ferent senses in different sections of the 
country. 

“in the opinion of the party in Tennes- 
see, as I believe, democratic success de- 
pends greatly on an unequivocal declara- 
tion in favor of free coinage of s‘lver. 

“In the Chicago convention the advo- 
cates of ‘free silver’ will, in my opinion, 
hold a large majority of the delegations 
from states whose eiectoral votes can be 
secured for democratic candidates: while 
the opponents of ‘free silver’ will draw 
their strength from states which under no 
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votes for demfocratic candidates. Indeed, 
no man in the face of the late election can 
name a single state that is likely to vote 
the democratic ticket that is not a ‘free 
silver, State. Hence, the operation of the 
two-thirds rule will be to invest the minor- 
ity coming from republican states with 
power to dictate candidates objectionable 
to the states which are expected to vote 
for them. The large majority of demo- 
crats in Ternessee—and I think it obtains 
throughout the south and west—feel that 
they have a constitution-vested right to 
Silver as money, with every right that be- 
longs to gold, and they feel that they have 
been deprived of this right by vicious leg- 
islation to their detriment, and they pro- 
pose to re-establish the exercise of that 
right through the ballot box. They mean 
to have it tested fairly by having a nation- 
al platform that is unequivocal in its 
terms, with a candidate whdse position 
touching the free coinage of silver is 
frankly and clearly announced, without 
reservation or room for doubt. Such a 
platform and candidate will challenge the 
admiration and good faith of the mrasses 
of intelligent and patriotic voters.”’ 


The East. 

The New England states, Delaware, 
Maryland, New Jersey, New York and 
Pennsylvania, are states that are absolute- 
ly certain to send gold delegations to the 
convention. 

Representative Sulzer, of New York, who 
will probably be one of the delegates from 
that state, and who was supposed before 
he took his seat in the house, to be a sil- 
ver man, said: 

Speaking of the platform, Mr. Sulzer 
said: “That is a very important matter, 
and one that will no doubt give the con- 
vention a great deal of trouble and anxi- 
ety. However, I believe and sincerely hope, 
the convention will be harmonious, and 
that a sound democratic platforn? will be, 
and ought to be, the one paramount issue 
in the next campaign. The democratic 
party should put a sound money plank 
in its platform that would not be suscep- 
tible to a double combination, and that 
would be so plain, so clear, and so simple 


‘that he who runs could read and under- 


Stand. It ought to be as clear and em- 
phatic as the currency plank in the dem- 
ocratic platform of the state of New York 
in 1895. In that platform, if I remember 
aright, the democratic party of the Empire 
State said: ‘We favor sound money—gold 
and silver the very legal tenders; no cur- 
rency not convertible into coin; gradual 
retirement and extinction of the green- 
back currency; no free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver.’ That’s brief and to the 
point, and no man who can distinguish the 
difference between a bank and a handsaw 
can doubt for a moment what it means. 
But you must excuse me from going into 
further details at this time regarding the 
platform. I believe the combined wisdom 
of the party will make it broad, liberal, 
safe, sound, patriotic, statesmanalike and 
Jeffersonian on every question. With a 
g00d platform and well known, able and 
popular candidates our grand old historic 
democratic party will again conftmand the 
support and the confidence of the people. 
Let us line up, al? stand together, and with 
courage and determination win another 
decisive victory for the democratic party.’’ 

In the above both sides are fairly given. 
If the free coinage men don’t control the 
Chicago convention and adopt an em- 
phatic free coinage platform it will be 
their own fault. But they will.

IN MORTON’S STATE. 
REPUBLICAN DELEGATES TO THE 
CONVENTION GATHERING. 


Will Declare for ‘““Honest”’ Money, Pro- 
tection and Reciprocity—McKinley 
Will Get the Silent Mouth. 


New York, Marth 22.—The majority of the 
delégates to the republican state conven- 
tion, which will convene next Tuesday to 
elect delegates at large to the national 
convention at St. Louis, have reached this 
city. They were very much in evidence at 
the different hotels today. 

The convention will organize at noon 
Tuesday, With Senator Cornelius R. Par- 
sons, of Rochester, as temporary chairman. 
After transacting minor routine business, 
such as the presentation of contests and 
the appointment of the usual cummniittee, an 
adjournment will be taken until 7:30 p. m. 

When the convention reassemopics, Con- 
gressman George N. Southwick, of Albany, 
will be the permanent chairman. Unless 
the slate is suddenly changed, Thomas C. 
Platt, Chauncey M. Depew, Edward Lau- 
terbach and Warner Miller will be chosen 
as delegates at large to the St. Louis con- 
vention. 

The naming of the thirty-four presiden- 
tial eleciors, representing the congression- 
ai districts and the two electors, represent- 
ing the United States senators of New 
York state, will very likely be deferreu un- 
til the republican state convention in the 
fail. 

Aithough the platform of the convention 
has not been decisively passed upon by the 
party leaders, the main features have heen 
drawn up and sanctioned. The leading 
feature will he the tinancial plank, which 
will be a strong declaration in favor of 
honest money. In addition to expressing 
unalterable opposition to free silver coin- 
age at the ratio of 16 to 1, or any other 
ratio except in the event of an international 
agreement, it will insist on the maintenance 
of the public faith with creditors of the na- 
tion by maintaining gold payment of all 
public debts. In this respect it wll be a far 
more pronounced express:on ‘han any other 
financial plank adopted at a state conven- 
tion thus far during the presidential can- 
Vass, 

The tariff plank will be a strong declara- 
tion in favor of the policy of protection to 
American industry and for reciprocity. This 
plank will be very short. Another plank 
will indorse Governor Morton’s candidacy 
for the presidency, setting forth his quali- 
ties as a busiriess man, representing busi- 
ness interests. 

The name of Major McKinley is not like- 
ly to be brought forward in the convention, 
but if it does come up, the leaders say, it 
will be in a very feeble Way. 


McKINLEY IN MINNESOTA. 


It Is Believed He Will Get the Dele- 
gation. 


St. Paul, Minn.,“March 22.—Complete re- 
turns from the counties of Minnesota are 
in ton'’ght, and for the first time there is 
an opportunity to figure up the relative 
strength of Davis and McKinley. The 
counties have gone heavily against Min- 
nesota’s senator and of the thousand dele- 
gates to the state convention on Tuesday, 
McKinley has over seven hundred. It is 
a question whether the Ohio man's friends 
witl push his advantage to the extent of 
@aiming the state delegation of four, 

it is believed to night that the dele- 
gates will be instructed for McKinley. If 
this is the resuit on Tuesday, Mr. Davis 
is out of the race, and it is believed he will 
gracefully withdraw. It is reported to- 
night that he may do so before Tuseday 
and g.ve McKinley a clear. field. 

Five cf the seven district conventions are 
to be held tomorrow and of these the 
second, third, sixth and seventh will in- 
struct for McKinley. The fourth is for 
Davis. The fifth held yesterday, instructed 
for McK nley. The first district convention 
will not be held until next Frday, but it 
w li be for McKinley, as six of the nine 
ecvi“es have already instructed their 
delegates for McKinley. The outlook is, 
therefore, that Mr. Davis cannot count on 
more than two delecates of his own state. 


Texas Republicans Meet Tuesday. 

Austin, Tex., March 22.—Leading republi- 
can politicians are congregating here to at- 
tend the state convention, which meets 
Tuesday to elect delegates to the national 
convention. Indications are that the con- 
vention will be a hvely one and predictions 
of a split are freely made, one faction to 
send up Reed delegates and the other Mc- 
Kinley. Isaac L. Hunt, of New York, is 
here in the interest of Morton, and he is 
working up some sentiment among dele 
gates on the ground, especialiy among the 
colored contingent. 
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‘A BRIGHT OUTLOOK 


Tennessee Will Snow H. Clay Evans Un- 
der at the Election. 


DEMOCRACY IS VERY ACTIVE 


And Everything Points to Success for 
Their Party—Meeting of the 
Committe in Nashville. 


Chattanooga, March 22—(Special.)—Unless 
all signs fail there will be an old-time dem- 
ocratic majority in Tennessee next Novem- 
ber, when the votes are counted out and the 
martyrdom of the Hon. Henry Clay Evans, 
which has been so fondly nursed by the re- 
publican leaders for the past two years, 
will be at an end. The result of the election 
in 1894, which came so near disrupting the 
democratic party in the state, was brought 
about by conditions that do not exist today. 
The republican vote of 1894 was only 5,000 in 
excess of its usual strength, and was 
brought out by the most systematic and 
most vigorous campaign ever waged by that 
party in the state. On the other hand the 
democratic vote fell off 27,000 for lack of 
proper effort and a too confident reliance on 
the personal popularity of the candidate. 
This stay-at-home vote easily accounts for 
the fact that the leaders had to go behind 
the returns to get a democratic majority. 
While there is no undue excitement among 
the people this year, they are keenly alive 
to the gravity of the situation, and it may 
be safely predicted that there will be no 
stay-at-home vote in November, in which 
event there need be no alarm for the elec- 
toral vote of Tennessee or that its state 
administration will pass into the hands of 
the republicans. 

A Majority for Free Coinage. 

On the question of national policy recent 
developments furnish ample proof that the 
democrats of Tennessee favor the free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. There 
are many good and influential democrats 
who hold to the gold standard, but they are 
willing to leave the matter to the national 
convention, and so far as has yet been in- 
dicated they have shown no disposition to 
question the fact that the majority of the 
party are for free coinage and will make 
no effort to prevent the instruction of dele- 
gates to the Chicago convention for free 
coinage. There is, however, a question 
about which there may be some controver- 
sy and on which the state executive com- 
mittee, which meets next Monday at Nash- 
ville, will be called on to settle, and that is 
the matter of two conventions or one. 

It may be regarded as certain that only 
one convention will be held. 

The best information obtainable is that 
the same convention that names the dele- 
gates to the national convention will nom- 
inate a candidate for governor and adopt a 
state platform, and that a free coinge plank 
will be inserted in that instrument. But it 
may be that resolutions, instructing the 
delegates to Chicago to vote for a free coin- 
age plank in the national platform will be 
adopted as the manner of expression of 
the democracy of the state on the finan- 
cial question. 

There would be no objection to this course 
and in the interest of harmony in the party 
ranks it is believed this will be done; for, 
it must be remembered, that there are oth- 
er dividing questions, local in their char- 
acter, and therefore more difficult of ad- 
justment, than the money questions to be 
patched up before it can be said that the 
party is a unit and in harmony. 

The judicial convention presents no diffi- 
culties at all, the sentiment throughout the 
state being almost unanimous for the pres- 
ent court of chancery appeals. It is, there- 
fore, believed that the judicial convention 
will convene one day in advance of the reg- 
ular state convention, select its candidates 
and adjourn, its work being largely for- 
mal. 

Senator Harris will be one of the delegates 
to the national convention for the state at 
large and possibly Major T. M. McConnell, 
of this city, will be one of the others. Both 
are pronounced free coinage men and they 
will not let any grass grow under their 
feet in their efforts to secure the adoption 
of a plank in the Chicago platform in ac- 
cordance with their views. In fact The 
Constitution will be justified in saying that 
“Tennessee will send a solid free coinage 
delegation to the Chicago convention. 
About this there can be no reasonabie 
doubt. 

In the Discricts. 

In the congressional districts there will 
be no contests on the money question ex- 
cept possibly in the tenth, Josiah Patter- 
son’s district, where it is said Senator Har- 
ris will unsheathe his powerful blade and 
fight for the defeat of Patterson at the 
coming convention. Patterson has a strong

In the third, this district, and the eighth, 
at present represented by Foster V. Brown 
and John F. ‘McCall, two republicans, acci- 
dents in their positions, chosen dtring the 
period of demoeratic apathy and discontent 
in Is34, democrats will be elected this year. 
John A. Moon, circuit judge of the Chat- 
tanooga circuit, will be the democratic 
nominee, and, although a pronounced free 
silver man, he will get the solid and wndi- 
vided strength and support of his party. In 
the eighth there are several candidates, 
either of whom will be able to defeat Mec- 
Call. So that it may be said with certainty 
that the next congressional delegation from 
Tennessee will stand: Free silver demo- 
crats, 7, possibly 8; sound money demo- 
crats, possibly 1; republicans, 2.

He had for over a year had heart 
disease and several times was near death. 

He was born October 1, 1831, at smith- 
ville, now Southport, New Wilmington. His 
fath-r wes General John H. Winder, a 
distinguished Marylander. Major Winder 
graduated at West Point in 1849 and a few 
years after came here and married a daugh- 
tcr ef tha Pate Hon. John H. Bryan, of 
Raleigh. He was interested in plumbago 
mines near here, of which his father was 
an owner. Later he became chief engineer 
of the Wilmington and Weldon railway. 
He was in the confederate service during 
the war «nd soon after peace came to lai- 
eigh and was a surveyor and also insur- 
ance agent. His service on railways was 
long end varied, having begun in 1850 on 
the New York and Erie, later being on 
the Erie, Albany and Susquehanna, Wil- 
mingivn and Weldon, Wilmington, Colum- 
bia and Augusta, Raleigh and Gaston and 
Seaboard Air-Line. 

From 1856 to 1860 he was principal assist- 
ant engineer of the Croton acqueduct. His 
service with the roads of the Seaboard sys- 
tem began in 1875 and in 1890 he became 
general manager of that system, which 
more than any other man he built up and 
developed. He was, when he retired from 
service in December, 1894, vice president of 
the road, his son, John H. Winder, being 
general manager. 

Major Winder ranked as une of the ablest 
railway officials in the south and he enjoy- 
ed to a remarkable degree the regard of all 
the employes and indeed of all who knew 
him. The grief at his death is general and 
sincere. He leaves four children and nine 
grandchildren. All his family were with 
him when death came. 

His funeral will be held from Christ 
ehurch here at 4 o'clock tomorrow after- 
noon and the burial will be in Oakwood 
cemetery. There will be a notabie gather- 
ing of railway men to pay the last tribute 
of regard.

Davis, who died Thursday night at the 
home of her son, W. W. Phillips, on* Gil- 
more street, took place Friday afternoon.

Mrs. Davis had been in feeble health for 
a year or more.

COSTLY CIGARS. 
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Three Rome Lawyers Fined for Smoking 
in the Courtroom. 


THE LAWYERS MAY APPEAL 


Claim That the Judge Was Not Pre- 
siding at the Time—Dr. Thomas 
Preaches in Rome. 


Rome, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)—Judge 
Harris, of the cjty court, is determined 
to have things conducted in decency and 
order about his court. His first innova- 
tion, after his election to the judgeship, 
wes the opening of court with prayer. 

His next was to put a witness in jail 
for appearing in the courthouse under the 
influence of liquor. 

Yesterday he startled the 
three prominent attorneys—Albert Ewing, 
Nat Harr's and Ed Dean—one dollar apiece 
for smoking while Judge W. A. Henry, 
of the superior court, was setting cases. 
It is currently reported that Judge Henry, 
who was smoking himself at the 
Mose Wright and Walter Vandiver swal- 
lowed their cigar stumps to save them- 


selves. 
May Test the Case. 

It is rumored that the lawyers who were 
fined may make a test case of the au- 
thority ot Judge Harris to :mpose the fine. 
He had vacated the bench for half an hour 
and allowed Judge Henry to occupy it while 
seiting cases. . 

It has been the 


bar by fining 


custom heretofore for 
the judge and lawyers to smoke if txey 
chose during the setting of cases, and the 
young atturneys lighted their cigars and 
began to puff away. 

Judge Harris had taken a 
ber, there being cases on the docket in 
which he wes interested, but he got up 
and imposed the fines on the young law- 
rers. 

Captain Recse protested the collection of 
the tires, but Judge Harris overruled him, 
claiming the right of jurisdiction over the 
courtroom -at all times during the term of 
the court. 

Sheriff McCowell passed through the 
courtroom early yesterday morning to catry 
some papers to a jury that had been out 
all night. It was before the hour for open- 
ing court and he was enjoy.ng a good 
cigar. 

Judge Harris called to him 
him not to smoke in the courtroom, for if 
he did he should have to fine him. He 
Says that the scent of tobacco smoke 
makes some of the jurors sick, and that he 
is going to break up the practice of smok- 
ing. His action has created a sensation In 
court circles. 

Dr. Thomas’s Sermon. 

Today Rev. Dr. A. ti. Thomas, of Atlan- 
ta, preached to a large congregation at the 
courthouse. The ample courtroom Was 
filled wjth people who had been attracted 
by the announcement that he would serve 
the Christians as pastor. 

This is the first public service that has 
been held by the Christians since their cr- 
ganization. 

Colonel C. H. Lavender, agent of the 
Southern railroad; Mr. Wimbish, of the in- 
surance firm of Yancey & Co., are among 
the leaders of that religious belief, and It 
is largely due to their efforts that Dr. 
Thomas was induced to come to Rome and 
serve the congregation. 

His sermon was listened to with much at- 
tention, and at the evning service the 
courtroom was again filled and a beautiful 
service of song was rendered by a select 
choir. The minister made a most favora- 
ble impression here, and will be followed by 
Rev. Dr. C. P. Williamson, of Atlanta, and 
other prominent ministers of that denom- 
ination. The congregation 1s meeting with 
gratifying encouragement in the effort to 
build a suitable place of worship in Rome, 
and the members afte going to work with 
great zeal and earnestness to accomplish 
that desired end. 

Thirty-One Counts. 

The report of the committee in the Bridges 
investigation shows that there are thirty- 
one receipts and checks that have been 
raised or manipulated in a fraudulent man- 
ner. They show that their original aggre- 
gate value of $331.78 has been raised to 
$629.28, or that the manipulator realized 
over double the amount of their real value. 

There are still outstanding certificates to 
the amount of $3,000 to M,0W, as snown by 
the stubs, and others to the amount of 
$10,756.52 were issued of which there is no 
trace and which were never accounted for 
and the committee has no idea what ever 
became of them. 

The report goes into details, showssg how 
the ex-commissioner kited his accounts 
with the money lenders and banks to cover 
his shortage from time to time, one money 
lender having received of the money due 
the county o1 the last quarter of 1895, 
$3,607.68, amount to over half the sum due 
the banks ‘of Floyd county for that quarter 
alone. 

The report is full of evidences of the 
most palpable fraud and the wonder is 
that itt was not discovered before, so palpa- 
ble is the evidence in many instances. 

Crisp and Smith. 

The democrats of Floyd county will go to 
work at once to prepare for the joint de- 
bate between ex-Speaker Crisp and Secre- 
tary Smith, April sth. Floyd county is 
pretty solid for free coinage and the peo- 
ple are especially anxious to hear °Mr. 
Crisp on that side of the question. 

The indications are that this county will 
go solidiy for Crisp for senator at. the 
June primary, and his appearance here as 
the champion of silver’ will strengthen 
the cause wonderfully. .The action of the 
committee vesterday was one of the 
strongest possible indications of the true 
sentiment of the people. 

The two factions, the so-called reformers 
and the alleged followers of the “ring,” 
all united and harmonized, notwit»standing 
the fact that they had just gone through 
one of the hottest municipal campaigns in 
the history of the city. This shows that 
they are all together on the question of an 
open and fair expression of opinion at the 
primaries, no matter what their other 
differences may be, and both the “sound* 
money’’ men and the silver men voted for 
the resolution adopting the suggestion of 
Mr. Crisp that the voters express their 
choice for senator at the primary elec- 
tion. Last night a number of the leaders 
whio were opposed to the county officers be- 
ing nominated at the primary got togeth- 
er and discussed the matter and decided to 
give their unqualified support to the reso- 
lutions adopied by the committee and to 
go to work with a will to bring out the 
full democratic voting strength of the 
county at the primary June ¢th.

Colonel Alexander is a strong advocate 
of silver restoration and is close to the 
people. His announcement is as follows: 

‘io the people of the second congression- 
al distr.ct of Florida: Owing to tne solici- 
tat.cu of many friends, 1 hereby announce 
myself a candidate tor congress for the 
second congressional distr.ct for nomina- 
tion in the primaries by the people quali- 
tied to vote, and invite all others who are 
candidates to canvass the district with 
me under fair rules of debate to be ar- 
ranged vy our fr.ends. 

‘Il shall support, if elected, all proper and 
reasonable measures to require from ra.l- 
Way corporations just rates of transpor- 
tation ot passengers and freight in the 
comnverce between the _ states. I shali 
advocate and support legislation to pre- 
vent and punish citizens of other states 
and non-resident persons who shall unlaw- 
fully. interfere with elections of federal 
officers or nominations in primaries or 
conventions by corrupt means. I shall 
vote for the free and unlimited coinage 
of both gold and silver at the ratio of 
sixteen parts of silver to one of gold inde- 
pendent of any other nation, and for the 
use of legal tender treasury notes of the 
United States as the only paper money 
of the country. l am opposed to ail 
issues of interest bearing bonds in times 
of profound peace, Which increases the 
debt of the people of the Unmited States, 
and am in tavor of a cgnstitutional amend- 
ment providing for a graduated income 
tax. 

“I shall oppose alf syndicates, trusts 
and monopolies in every form and shall 
favor abundant money, gold and silver 
and United States treasury notes of full 
legal tender tor all debts, public and 
private. 

“Il am opposed to the re-chartering of 
Nnat.onat banks and am in favor of their 
absolute abolition. They are a curse to 
the country and enemies to mankind. 

“I shail insist that the oranges, fruits 
and other products of our state shall have 
their fair and equal share of benefit in 
the adjustment of tariff duties. Above 
all other questions is the necessity of re- 
storing the political power of the’ state to 
the people, Who have been deprived of it 
by the corporations and the corporation 
rule party. Those controlling this party, 
falsely assuming the name of democracy, 
are hostile to democratic, populist and re- 
publican party principles in all forms, and 
are at heart the enemy of republican gov- 
ernment.

to overthrow the corrupt means by which 
they have deprived the people of all par- 
ties of political power. 

“IT shall be content if the choice of ‘the 
people for representative in congress shall 
fall upon some other citizen, who cannot 
be bought or seduced by political power 
and patronage, who wi!l support true dem- 
ocracy and advocate the restifution of the 
money of the constitution—goi and silver 
—and the people's right to govern.

SMALL REGISTRATION LIST 


Candidates for Tax Receiver—Ameri- 
cus’ Cotton Receipts—Fruit Trees 
in Fine Condition. 


Americus, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)—The 
mayoralty race for the unexpired term, 
made necessary by the death of Mayor A. 
S. Cutts, has opened up lively and will be 
the most interesting ever known in Ameri- 
cus. Hon. Thornton Wheatley, Judge J. A. 
Hixon, Mr. H. T. Thomas Davenport and 
Dr. W. P. Burt are the candidates who 
have announced, though two others will 
enter the race this week. Of the 1,200 vot- 
ers in the city, only 222 are registered and 
qualified to vote in the election, which will 
be held within thirty days, the executive 
committee having decided not to call a pri- 
mary. 

Hon. E. B. Lewis is in the city today, en 
route to Wilcox county, to look after his 
congressional prospects down there during 
the session of court this week. Judge Fort’s 
formal announcement last week has put 
his friends actively to work in his interest, 
and the campaign will be anything but dull, 

Colonel Frank A. Hooper, one of the leaa- 
ing members of the Americus bar, has an- 
nounced himself for solicitor general of 
the southwestern circuit. Colonel J. E. D. 
Shipp, of this city, is also in the race, with 
the other counties in the circuit to be heard 
from. 

Five candidstes have so far announced 
for tax receiver of Sumter county, and the 
returns are not all in. Messrs. H. A. Har- 
ris, J. W. Mize, J. H. Daniel, O. D. Reese 
and J. P. Raiford are actively at work for 
the office. The race for sheriff wil like- 
wise be interesting, while the other county 
offices will prove an attrection to others 
than the present incumbent. 

The late Hon. A. S. Cutts carried lile in- 
surance to the amount of $10,000. Of this 
sum half was in the Mutual Life cf New 
York, and the remainder with the Fidelity 
Mutual, of Pliladeiphia. 

President: John Skelton Williams, of the 
Georgia and Alabama railway, is expected 
here this week from Richmond. His ecle- 
gant private car was sent on yesterday. The 
Georgia and Alabama is doing the largest 
business now in its history, and this will 
be materially increased when trains begin 
running through to Savannah on April Ist. 

The cotton receipts at Americus to date 
are 45,000 bales, and this will be increased 
by 2,000 befors the eclcse of the season. From 
indications now receipts next winter may 
excced 50,000 bales, as a larger acreage is 
being planted this year than Jast. 

Held His Cotton. 

Mr. James Summerford, one of the many 
substantial farmers of Sumter, sold a por- 
ticn of his last year’s cotton crop a day or 
two ago, i08 bales, at the round price of 
7.4 cents. Many of the farmers of this sec- 
tion are thus able io hold’ cotton instead 
of being forced to sell as soon as it is 
gathered. 

The peach crop of this section withstood 
the freeze on Thursday and Friday last, 
and promises to be abundant. All the 
large orchards in this county ure in full 
bloom and unless an April freeze kills the 
young peaches the crop this year will be 
fully as large as that of 1895. The fruit 
business in southwest Georgia is rapidly 
increasing, and will soon rivai cotton in im- 
portance. 

A large force of laborers will be put to 
work Monday clearing out the canal that 
drains Muckalee creek and the lowlands to 
the west of the city. The board of heaith 
has recommended that this be done, there- 
by adding to the general health of the city. 

The Ladies’ Memorial Association and 
Camp Sumter, United Confederate Veter- 
ans. will unite this year in arranging the 
programme for memorial day. By consent 
the hour of exercises has been changed 
from afternoon to morning, that veterans 
living in the country may rticipate. Some 
soldier who fought in ranks will be invit- 
ro to deliver the memorial address this 
time. 

The police force have donned their new 
spring uniforms and present a natty ap- 
pearance. The contract this year was 
awarded to John Kay, of this city, in- 
stead of to a northern concern, as hereto- 
fore.

CAPT. HEWITT DEAD 


Captain of the Capital City Guards 
Died Yesterday. 


TO BE BURIED AT WASHINGTON 


| A Military Escort Will Accompany His 


Remains—Other Deaths in At- 
lanta Yesterday. 


Captain E. W. Hewitt, the popular and 
well-known captain of the Capital City 
Guards, died yesterday afternoon at 12:30 
o’clock, at his home on Gartrell street.

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Coming Supremacy. 

- Hitherto the cities of the north Atlan- 
tic coast have held the supremacy of 
conmimerce, and it looked like those south 
of Norfolk, at least, would have to suf- 
fer from dry rot. In fact, if it had not 

- been for cotton shipments the ports of 
New Orleans, Mobile, Savannah and 

Charleston would have played but a 
small part in the commerce of the coun- 
try. The exchanges of trade were in 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston and 
Baltimore. 

The reason for this state of affairs was 
plain. The northern states were large 
importers, as well as exporters, treating 
with the people of the old world through 
the ports of Engiand, France and Ger- 
many. * The great ship lines had their 
trips arranged with this end in view, so 
that even New Orleans had to be content 
with receiving merchandise from I[u- 
rope by ship to New York and home- 
ward by rail. With Europe as our only 
large customer, with the lines of trans- 
portation established, it has seemed us 
if the commércial situation was fixed 
and immutable. It was useless to talk 
of sending cotton-laden ships from Sa- 
VYannah or New Orleans to return with- 
‘out a. cargo. 

A dispatch of Mobile date, printed in 
The Constitution of yesterday, stated 
the fact of increasing coffee receipts 
from Central America. The dispatch 
went on to say that the imports from 
these ports were making quite an im- 
pression upon‘the wharves of Mobile. 
There is a suggestion of vast moment in 
this statement, and one which means 
wealth and prosperity for all the south- 
ern port cities. Abandoning the trade 
of Europe to the cities of the northern 
coast, the immense growth of Spanish 
America, and the increasing demands 
of the 80,000,000 people of that region 
furnishes a trade for which the southern 
cities are the natural marts. The 
$60,000,000 imports from Cuba, the $30.- 
000,000 imports from Mexico, hundreds 
of milliens of imports from the rest of 
Spanish America, can be unloaded in 
New Orleans, Mobile or Savannah, and 
can be received as far inland as Chicago 
or Kansas City, before the sister cargo 
coming via New York has sighted port. 
‘A vessel leaving Vera Cruz or any port 
south, in going to New York, would be 
four days at sea when the one bound 
for Mobile would be already in port. 

The salvation and the assumed pros- 
perity of the southern ports lies in the 
cultivation of the South American trade. 
Now that we have great railway sys- 
tems bidding for the carrying trade to 
the west, two-thirds of the people of the 
union will look toward the ports of the 
south as their natural centers of supply. 
The growth of Spanish American ex- 
ports into this country means the cor- 
responding growth of their imports, and 
both combined means‘a reversal of many 
of the trade conditions of the past. If 
our congressmen would pay attention to 
these commercial possibilities they could 
render their constituents more service 
than in much of the work that they 
now do. 
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England in Egypt. 

The occupation of Egypt by the Eng- 
lish army is one of the strongest evi- 
dences that the age of great wars of con- 
quest has passed away, and that here- 
after it is through the game of diplamacy 
that territorial stakes are to be won or 
lost. 

Egypt, according to the records, is 
tributary to Turkey and forms part of 
the Ottoman empire. Ownership of 
Egypt carries with it dominion over the 
Suez canal, besides the masterful posi- 
tion which still attaches, as it has in all 
ages, to that country. The khedive. who 
keeps up a show of independence, is but 
the puppet of the authorities in Con- 
stantinople, The great Napoleon cov- 
eted the land of the pyramids, and it 
was there that he conducted one of his 
most disastrous campaigns. All the 
great powers of Europe were anxious 
for the prize, and failing in possession 
were a unit in preventing either of their 

number from graspng it.

The debate now pending in the British 
parliament upon a proposal to push on 
toward the Abyssinian line for the pur- 
pose of relieving the Italians, draws at- 
tention to the fact that England has 
carefully maintained her possession of 
Egypt and that her army now there 
excdeds in number’ that which first 
stormed the ramparts at Tel-el-Keber. 


So quietly has the occupation been main- 
tained, so unsuspecting have been the 
rival powers and so pliant and helpless 
the Turks that England is now the mis- 
tress of Egypt without having fired a 
shot for it, and the once international 
and neutral Suez cunal is now essentially 
an English waterway as is the Thames 
itself.: © 

Had England attempted to conquer 
Egypt she would have been met by the 
combined armies of Europe and Asia, 
but under a diplomatic form of occupa- 
tion in the interest-of civilization she 
has hoodwinked the whole world and 
gained her point. Egypt is no longer 
Turkish but English, and the school 
geographies might as well be revised to 
tell that truth at once.

A Mistaken Cuckoo. 

Qur Washington correspondent 
terday called attention to the fact that 
The Savannah News misunderstood or 
nusapprehended the nature of the state- 
ment made recently by Judge Crisp, with 
respect to the attitude of Secretary Car- 
lisle toward silver. The News has 
doubtless misapprehended the whole 
matter, evidently regarding the secre- 
tary’s explanation as a denial. 

The truth is, Judge Crisp’s statement 
in the first place was based on Secre- 
tary Carlisle's response to a senate res- 
olution, and the secretary's recent let- 
ter to Mr. Josiah Patterson was merely 
an enlarged explanation of his policy—a 
policy that is inexcusable in spite of-all 
explanations. : 
All that the explanation amounts to 
in the present case is that while the 
law, interpreted by Mr. Carlisle, 
compels him to hold a certain amount 
of silver with which to redeem the 
treasury notes of 1890, he violates both 
the letter and spirit of the law by re- 
deeming them in gold on demand. The 
law gives the secretary the option of 
paying the note holders in either gold 
or silver, but Mr. Carlisle has trans- 
ferred that optien to thé big metropoli- 
tan and foreign bankers, who want gold: 
and the transfer has added more than 
four hundred millions of dollars to the 
debt that the taxpayers of the country 
will have to dig out of the ground, and 
pay by selling the products of their 
labor at the poverty prices that repre- 
sent the operations of the single gold 
standard, 

Mr. Carlisle refuses to exchange sil- 
ver for gold on the ground that the law 
compels him to hold a silver reserve 
equal to the amount of the outstanding 
notes of 1890, but when metropolitan or 
a foreign creditor demands gold for the 
notes, he gets it. With one side of his 
powerful mind, Mr. Carlisle insists that 
the Sherman notes are redeemable only 
in silver, but when the bond forces 
make their appearance with the notes 
they are redeemable only in gold. In 
other words, there is no parity between 
Mr. Carlisle’s mind and his actions, 
He carries out the law in one instance 
and violates it in another. And the won- 
der is that he finds papers like The Sa- 
vannah News ready to indorse every- 
thing he does, even after denying the 
possibility of some of his performances, 
The secretary admits that he refused

(to exchange silver for gold, makes an 


attempt to explain it, and then up jumps 
the editor of The Savannah News and 
says that Judge Crisp should apologize 
to Mr. Carlisle for telling the truth 
about him! The truth sometimes hurts, 
but in this case Mr. Carlisle seems to be 
very proud of what he has done, and so 
are the bankers and gold speculaters who 
under Mr. Carlisle’s ruling, have been 
able to buy bonds with the very notes 
the secretary has been holding a silver 
reserve against.

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The members of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company of Boston have 
made arrangements for a tour this sum- 
mer. They will be the first body of 
American soldiery to parade the streets of 
London, armed and equipped. That they 
may do this in a manner to reflect credit 
on themselves and the nation they repre- 
sent, extensive preparations have been 
made for their forthcoming visit to Eng- 
land, and their arms and equipments, es- 
pecially prepared for the occasion, will be 
of the best; their military deportment, as 
the result of long and arduous drills, con- 
ducted by experienced and exacting drill- 
masters, has made them so proficient in the 
duties of a soldier that their admirers con- 
fidently assert that they will compare fa- 
vorably with the leading companies of 
England. Some years ago, when the prince 
of Wales visited the United States, this 
company acted as his escort and guard of 
honor on the occasion of his visit to Bos- 
ton. His royal highness will return the 
compliment then showed him by being the 
guest of the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company in London at a banquet 
they will give in Holburn’s restaurant on 
July 9th. The other guests will be Am- 
bassador Bayard, the lord mayor of Lon- 
don and other city officials, the naval and 
military officers of her majesty’s and 
American war vessels that may be in port, 
and other distinguished officers and ci- 
vilians. Instead of appearing in London 
in the variegated uniforms worn at home 
the company will wear a uniform which 
has been adopted especially for the trip, 
and which is patterned after the United 
States artillery dress. ‘They will carry 
sabers instead of guns.

POLITICS IN GEORGIA. 


Now that Judge Tom Milner has definitely 
announced that he will rot be a candidate 
to succeed himself as judge, it may be 
cunsidered certain that he will soon appear 
above the surface of active politics not only 
as a factor in the seventh district, but in 
the state. Indeed, he announces that he 
has been muffled long enough by the re- 
straints of the judgeship, and says that 
his peat-up enthusiasm of several years 
will probably find expression shortly. 

“TI have let others do the talking,’’ said 
he, “and have been a silent listerner—now 
I have earned the right to do some talking 
myself.’’ 

Judge Milner says that when he is heard 
from it will be in favor of the free coinage 
of silver end a return to the coinage condi- 
tions existing prior to 1873. He believes 
that the country will never be as prosper- 
ous as it ought to be until such a step is 
taken. As to the suggestion of his candi- 
dacy for congress from the seventh, he 
says: “I have not considered the matter 
seriously, though many friends from all, 
parts of the district have asked me to allow 
the use of my name. It is rather too early 
yet to settle that question, for the demo- 
crats of the district are now engaged in 
getting ready for the state convention and 
in deciding as to who will,be the next sen- 
aior.’’

The Noted Prisoner To Appear Before 
Judge Newman This Morning.

SENDS A LETTER TO THE PAPER 


In Which He Returns His Thanks for 


Courtesies Extended. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE BOOK HE IS WRITING 


The Book Will Deal with the Subject 
Which Has Brought the Prisoner 
to Grief. 


Fram the grated windows of his prison 
cell in Fulton county jail the passionate 
ambition of George W. Dice to acquire dis- 


out into the “‘green pastures’’ and free de- 
lights of authorship. 

Like the immortal Bunyan he has seized 
upon the idea of pouring out his soul into 
a book—a book that will serve to point a 
moral and, at the same time, give durable 
expression to his own shortcomings. This 
book will throw light on the process of 
making money according to the secret and 
forbidden art of counterfefting: and, if the 
author is not disappointed in his expecta- 
tions, the book will command a ready sale 
in the literary market. 

Dice has firmly settled upon this inten- 
tion and the initial chapters of his book 
have already been traced in ink. He will 
not be able to finish the self-imposed task 
however, for several weeks to come and 
the closing chapters of the volume will be 
written from his cell in the Ohio penitentia- 
ry. 

The purpose of the volume is set forth 
in a letter which Dice has written for pub- 
lication and which will be devoured with 
eager interest by those who have followed 
the proceedings of the trial and the check- 
ered career of {he prisoner himself. 

In this letter Dice extends his apprecia- 
tive thanks to Judge Newman for appoint- 
ing Mr. Hill to defend his case, and also 
to the several officers of the court and 
jail for courtesies extended. 

Here Is Dice’s Letter. 

The Constitution sets before its readers 
this morning in the publication of this 
letter, the first authorized expression which 
has yet come from Dice concerning his at- 
fitude toward the government and the se- 
rious charges preferred against him by the 
grand jury. 

The following is the letter, written in a 
rapid, business-like hand, over the signa-

trouble, trusting they will ever remaim 
buried in the oblivion of the ‘unknown 
deep.’

Ready To Be Sentenced. 

Having entered a plea of guil.y to the 
charge of concealing counterfeit money, 
as specified in the second count of the in- 
dictment, Dice will be taken before Judge 
Newman this morning for the purpose of 
receiving the sentence of the court, pre 
scribing the penalty of his misdeeds. 

Judge Newman has adopted the whole- 
some and salutary practice of reading a ju- 
dicial lecture to the various criminals on 
whom he is called upon to pronounce the 
sentence of the law. This applies even to 
moonshiners, for while the offense is not 80 
reprehensible as that of counterfeiting, the 
opportunity for pointing a mora! is equally 
as good. Some judges, perhaps most of 
them, are satisfied with a mere perfunctory 
discharge of duty in the matter of passing 
judgment on cr.minals, regarding the of- 

ense purely from a legal standpoint a 
having no regard for the moral issues it- 
volved. Judge Newman, however, does not 
belong to this class of judges and in pass 
ing a sentence on Dice this morning he will 
doubtless have something to say about tile 
morals of counterfeiting. 

As to the length of time that Dice will be 
required (0 serve in the penitentiary nothing 
can be stated that is not purely speculation. 
His term of imprisonment will hardly 
less tham five years nor more than twenty- 
The fact that he entered a plea of cuilty, 
though somewhat late in the progress 
the trial, wil] be taken into consideratio®, 
and this will have a mitigating effect upo® 
the severity of the sentence. On account 
the gravity of the offense, however, 4

ed two or three days ago. Ex-Detective 
J. M. Hewitt, of the Atlanta police depart- 
ment, jocated Rowe near Little Rock, and 
went after him. 

Rowe is the man who swore that Colonel 
w. C. Glenn talked to one of the jurors 
ip the Will Myers murder case. He also 
attacked Juror Clay, it is charged, in an 
alleged attempt to extort a false affidavit 
from him to the effect that Colonel Glenn 
eptered the jury room. 

Rowe was arrested last fall and released 
en bond. He left the city and failed to 
appear in court when his case was called. 
He was badly wanted by the officers, and 
for two or three months they have been 
gearching for him. A few weeks ago a 
trace of the missing man was secured by 
the detectives and he was located in the 
west. 

Hewitt began work on the case two or 

three weeks ago and he set out with a de- 
termination to capture Rowe. And the 
work of running down the wanted man 
and aresting him is creditable. It re- 
quired some time to get a starting clew on 
the case, but the detective finally learned 
that Rowe had been seen at some point in 
Alabama. Following the clew it carried 
Rowe further west and by careful tracing 
of his tracks Mr. Hewitt learned that 
Rowe could be found about seventy-five 
miles from Little Rock, Ark. 


Found Near Little Rock. 

That was about a week ago. Mr. C. D. 
Hill secured requisiton papers from Gov- 
ernor Atkinson for the body of Rowe and 
tue papers were placed in the hands of 
Mr. Hewitt. The latter left for Little 
Rock four or five days ago and he found 
bis man at the place he expected to see 
him. Rowe had located in Independence 
county, and was living quietly there. He 
wes easily captured and placed under ar- 
_rest. Mr. Hewitt was armed with papers 
issued by Sheriff Barnes, and with the 
requisiton papers he thad no trouble in 
getting possession of his man. 

Rowe, it will be remembered, took a very 
prominent part in the Myers case through- 
out. It was he who secured much of the 
evidence for Myers’s defense, and he, with 
Mercier, the disbarred member of the At- 
lanta bar, aided Myers in many ways. 
Rowe was Myers’s friend before the cem- 
: i e-crime,-and he worked for 
the young murderer up to the day of his 
e@eape, securing such evidence and in- 
formation for the benefit of the young 
criminal as he could. And Rowe has been 
eredited with being an expert in the line 
of securing evidence. It was his con- 
sistency on that line which got him in His 
‘present trouble. 


Saw Him in the Room. 

Rowe attempted to establish a charge 
that in one of the Myers trials Colonel 
attorney for the prosecution, 
Went into the jury room and conversed 
with a juror. He signed an affidavit to 
that effect, claiming that he sat in the 
balcony of the courtroom during the trial. 
He said that he was in a position where 
he could look directly in the jury room, 
and that he saw the attorney shake hands 
with and say something to the juror. The 
important if 
substantiated, and in his efforts to prove 
his asseriion Rowe is said to have went to 
the house of Juror Clay and attempted to 
get him to sign a paper charging Colonel 
Glenn with entering the jury room and 
talking to him. 

Clay refused to sign a prepared affidavit, 
and during a conversation between him 
and Rowe a dispute arose.

Chief Hazen Talks of the Work of His 
Department. 


TELLS A STORY OF ADVENTURE 


Murphy Was a Puzzle and Played a 
Fine Confidence Game on Some of 
the Secret Service Men. 


Chief William P. Hazen, who was here 
last week attending the Dice trial, is the 
head of the government’s most mysterious | 
department. 

Every government has its secret ser- 
vice department. In Russia it is a spy 
system which permeates the entire social 
fabric. In France the secret officers of 
the government figure conspicuously in 
real life and overrun fiction. England has 
a watchful organization and the German 
emperor has his mysterious agents, men 
and women, everywhere. In the United 
States the secret service is mysterious in 
its movements, but its espionage has not 
the scope that similar departments in 
other ccuntries have. Or at least there is 
little cause for exercising that scope. 

Chief Hazen is rather a distinguished 
looking man though he is harcly more 
than average height. He has a good head 
and keen eyes. His features are regular 
and handsome. 

The pictures published in the city pa- 
pers did not do him justice and he sent 
some of them home to his wife to show 
her how he appeared to have changed, 

“How many men and women have you 
in your department?’ I asked him. 

“That is a secret,” he replied. ‘“‘We do 
not tell the public that. I have twenty- 
five divisions and each’ one reports to me 
at Washington every day. This division, 
which has its headquarters in Atlanta 
and which is in charge of Captain Forsyth, 
extends from the Potomac to the state 
line between Alabama and Mississippi.” 

We fell to talking about the character 
of the work done by his men and he said 
that they were devoting themselves to tie 
suppression of counterfeiting, although, of 
course, keeping up with other matters at 
the same time. He told of many cases 
with which he had been connected. Last 
month his men secured the conviction of 
the most notorious counterfeiter in this 
country, William Brockway, who has been 
counterfeiting for nearly forty years, off 
and on. The Brockway gang, if it had not 
been discovered, would soon have put in 
circulation millions of bogus money and 
railroad bonds. They had $1,500,000 worth 
of stuff almost ready to float when their 
place was raided and their entire outfit 
was captured. 

“One of the most interesting cases we 
have ever had,” said Chief Hazen, “was 
that of Charley Hill, or Murphy, as he 
was known to us at first. He was very 
smooth. One day 1 received a letter ask- 
ing me to go over to Jersey City to meet a 
person who said that he could put us on to 
something big. He wrote that he would 
not meet me in New York. I! ran over to 
Jersey City and met an old man who said 
he could capture a gang of counterfeiters 
if I would employ him. His manner im- 
pressed me with the belief that he was an 
old crook of some kind, but I could not 
make him out. But as no harm could 
come from employing him, I engaged him 
at $2.50 a day, he promising to do certain 
things. He began work, or pretended to 
be at work. At the same time I eet a 
man to watch him. He gave his name as 
Murphy. Well, he was shadowed and the 
New York officer learned his haunts. He 
was slow in developing his:case, and when 
pressed about it, said that he was wait- 
ing to capture the paper. Everything was 
shaping up beautifully he said. But he 
did not seem to be making headway. I 
pressed him to show results. He gave as 
an excuse the statemert that the paper 
was to come from England. I became 
tired of him and dismissed him. Suddenly 
he disappeared from his old haunts. Not 
a trace of him could be found. I charged 
the New York office to find him. There 
was a voucher for $12 paid him which had 
not been receipted by him. I dec'ined to 
allow the small sum to the New York 
office until it could produce a receipt from 
Murphy. It was not the amount involved, 
but I knew the business part of it would 
put the New York men on their mettle. It 
did worry them, too. They looked the 
city over but got no clew. Time passed. 
Finally a tip came which led to the ar- 
rest of a man who put us on to some 
crooked work which was going on up in 
Connecticut. Two men went up and made 
an arrest. He gave away some facts 
and two more were sent up to the place. 
They were walking along the road when 
they met two men in a wagon. One of the 
men in the wagon was Murphy. The New 
York officers were surprised to meet him, 
but instantly commanded him to jump 
down. He wanted to know what for and 
was told that it was to sign the voucher 
for his pay. Then he told my men that 
he was working up there for me; that he 
had located the plant, but that the gang 
had threatened to kill him, and he claimed 
that he was afraid of them. He took the 
officers to a barn in the. neighborhood 
where he took out from under the floor 
plates of three different kinds and $10,000 
in money. One $10 plate was recognized 
as the famous old Driggs plate, used by 
the gang at Dayton, O.. but it d'sappear- 
ed when Nelson and ‘Gertie Driggs and 
their confederates were raided. What had 
become of that plate had been a mystery. 
Two of the plates found in the barn were 
new ones on us. 

‘Murphy made the officers I lieve that 
he was working for me and borrowed $5 
from them. He promised to go down to 
New York, and did go down on a later 
train. The next dav he turned up at the 
office there, inquired for me and borrowed 
$10 from the men. I went over the next 
day, but never expected to see Murphy 
again. But as luck would have it, Murphy 
came in while I was there. Tf had him 
locked up and his photograph was taken. 
We were unable to find out anything 
about his past. But when I went hack to 
Washington one of my clerks. who had 
been there for thirtv years, said that the 
picture looked like Charley Hill, who had 
heen convicted in Michiean for counter- 
feiting in the sixties. He got Fill’s pile- 
ture taken thirty years ago and I saw at 
once that it was my man “Murphy. He 
turned out to be an expert engraver. He 
had made the plate for the Driggs gang 
and had carried it off and kept it for 
years. He got ten years.” 


WILD WILLIAM WALSH. 


It Took Several Policemen fo Tand 
Him in the Station House.

William Walsh, an employe of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, attempted 
to whip half a dozen members of the po- 
lice force yesterday while under the in- 
fluence of liquor. And he was subdued 
only after he had torn the uniforms of two 
or three of the officers and given one of 
them a bad eye by a lick. 

Walsh was the wildest prisoner the po- 
lice have had to contend with for a long 
time. He continued his belligerent tactics 
until he reached the police station, and 
while in the prigon got in his most effec- 
tive work. He struck an officer a terrific 
blow on the forehead while a physician 
was dressing the wounds given him by the 
arresting officers. But for the quick ac- 
tion of another officer Walsh would have 
attacked the physician who was endeavor- 
ing to dress his wounds. 

Walsh got drunk on mean liquor yester- 
day morning and shortly after noon he 
was ready for trouble. He took himself 
far out on Marietta street and proceeded 
to paint that section several colors, the 
police say. In the ¢ourse of his very loud 
parade he tacked against ex-Detectives 
Mehaffey, Conn and Ivy and gave those 
officers a lively tussle. They attempted 
to arrest Walsh, but he fought and dur- 
ing the struggle succeeded in tearing off 
the tale of Officer Mehaffey’s coat and 
spoiling the smoothness of the others’ 
uniforms. The fight was a desperate one 
and a large crowd gathered about the 
policemen end drunk man.

drunk man was carried in the station 
house he presented a bad sight and Turn- 
key D6Obbins sent for a doctor to dress his 
wounds.

HIS PRISONER FREED. 


A NEGRO DETECTIVE RUNS 
AGAINST A SNAG IN ATLANTA. 


Claims That the Shackelford Agency 
Gave Him Authority To Arrest a 
Murderer at Tunnel Hill.

The Shackelford detective agency has a 
complainant in the person of a negro who 
claims to havéd been deputized by that 
agency with authority to arrest persons 
wanted by the law. The case came to 
light at police headquarters Saturday. 

It seems that the negro who claims to 
have been given authority by the detec- 
tive agency arrested a negro at Tunnell 
Hill, Ga., in the belief that he was wanted 
in Mississippi on a charge of murder. The 
negro prisoner was brought to Atlanta Sat- 
urday and his colored captor carried him to 
the police station for safe keeping until 
he could arrange to carry the prisoner to 
the place at which he was supposed to be 
wanted. 

When the negro officer carried the negro 
prisoner to the station he had the prison- 
er’s hands tied tight with a rope, and it 
was with a confident air that he entered 
the prison, stepping up to the station house 
official in charge after the manner of the 
most confident detective in the belief that 
he had made a great capture. The alleged 
officer stated that he had a prisoner he de- 
sired locked up and kept for two or three 
hours. He stated the facts of the arrest 
and the particulars of the charge against 
his prisoner. 

The officers did not take kindly 
proposition to lock up the prisoner, 
demanded of the colored officer to show hs 
papers of authority to make-arrests. When 
the negro pulled out a paper purporting to 
have been signed by the Shackelford Detec- 
tive Agency, giving him authority to make 
the arrest, the police were surprised. That 
paper was not sufficient, and the attention 
of Chief Connolly was called to the case.

The detective 
neéro told his prisoner that he ‘was sorry, 
ut the prisoner was by no means satis- 
field. He stated that he would have satis- 
of the matter, and it is likely 
\that he will take steps to that end today. 
\ The would-be detective told the police 
thut he intended to demand a return of the 
money he paid the Shackelford agency and 
that he would take other steps. The pris- 
@ner declared that he would sue somebody 
Vfor false imprisonment and damages. The 
matter may stir up a goo&® deal of trouble 
for the detective agency if the negroes car- 
ry out their intentions recounted to the 
chief of police.

Colored Janitor at the Police Station a 
Good Detective. 


INFORMATION FROM A PRISONER 


The Janitor Was Shoved in a Cell as 
if a Prisoner and He Proved a 
Good Actor. 


Berry Evans, alias Sam Nobles, the 
negro who slashed Abe Conyers nearly to 


Satuday night, was arrested and locked 
up yesterday on a charge of assault to 
murder. His victim is at the Grady hospi- 
tal badly wounded. 

Evans's arrest was effected by a cleverly 
worked scheme on the part of Alex Smith, 
the colored janitor at the police station. 
He learned the name of Conyers’s assail- 
ant from one of the latter's pals, who 
was captured during the fight. Smith 
pretended to be a prisoner and was rudely 
Shoved in a cell with Charles Peak, who 
shortly afterwards told him fhe name of 
the negro who cut Conyers. 

The officers were unable to learn the 
nante of the man who used the knife and 
when Peak, the only one of the gang who 
was captured, declined to give away his 
friend, it puzzled the officers. No clew or 


but Detective Harris struck upon a plan 
of making the janitor a detective for a 
time. Janitor Smith agreed to play detec- 
tive and prisoner, and he was grabbed by 
Turnkey Dobbins and shoved and ferked 
into the prison and pushed in a cell with 
Peay, as if he was a very bad darky. 

Peak was not communicative for some- 
time, but by good scheming Smith won 
his confidence and finally learned the full 
particulars of the fight. Peak told him 
that it was Sam Nobles who cut Conyers 
and from Peak the whereabouts of his 
friend was learned. He said that Nobles 
lived near the Southern railroad shops 
and that he worked for Elsas, May & Co. 
After getting the information desired 
Smith motioned to Turnkey Dobbins as 
he passed the cell and the latter took the 
janitor out. The information was given 
to the officers and yesterday morning 
Nobles was found and placed under ar- 
rest. ¥ 
The fight was a desperate one. It occur- 
red in a big wagon yard and had progress- 
ed somfe time before the police were sent 
for. Officer W. F. Whitley and others 
rushed in on the gang, but all escaped 
except Peak. He was arrested and locked 
up, but he pretended to know nothing 
about the trouble. He will be held for 
prosecution in the case as soon as Con- 
yers is able to get out of the hospital. The 
victim got his head slashed open from 
the top down his face to the chin. He 
presented an awful s ght when placed in 
the. r@aspital ambulance.

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HON. G R. GLENN AT SENOTA. 


He Delivered an Address on Education 

; Last Friday Night. 

Sanoia, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)—Hon. 
G. R. Glenn, state school commissioner, 
in an educattiona] address here last night, 
advocated a feasible plan, which, if adopt- 
ed, will perfect the common school system 
of the state. 

Mr. Glenn does not claim that there 
anything new in the plan which he sug- 
gests, but he says that he has traveled all 
over Georgia, advocating the same thing 
and that he finds his plan very popular. 

That the great need, he says, is more 
money, no one will deny. The only ques- 
tion at present is, How can that money best 
be raised? 

Mr. Gienn suggests his pian 
tains that at no distant day 
adopted generally throughout 
It is this: 

County taxation to supplement the general 
common school funl. 

Mr. Glenn is devoting much of his time in 
popularizing this remedy. 

He says he has studied the subject in its 
every phase, and he is firmly convinced 
that it is the only plan which is feasible 
at the present time, and the only one that 
can make Georgia’s public educational sys- 
tem what it ought to be. 

In his address Mr. Glenn discussed the 
importance of educational facilities at the 
present time, showing it to be much great- 
er now than ever before. He said the boys 
and girls must grow up equipped for the 
positions they must fill. in this rapidly ad- 
vancing age. 

He then pictured the average Georgia 
country schoolroom and showed that the 
ordinary farm barn was the better of the 
two; He said that the average value of 
these buildings throughout the state as re- 
ports from the county school commission- 
ATs would show, would not exceed $25 or 
$35, and yet Georgia’s children were being 
brought up in them. 

Mr. Glenn then discussed the Georgia 
county school teachers, showing him to be 
@ curse rather than a benefit in thousands 
of cases. Good men could not afford to go 
into the profession because of the misera- 
bly poor pay. 

The commissioner, as a remedy for the 
existing troubles, advocated a system of 
county taxation to supplement the amount 
received from the general state fund. He 
said some few counties had adopted this

He said if any county would 
tax itself to support an annual school in 
every community, the value of the property 
in that county would be enhanced in a 
short while 200 or 300 per cent, and he cited 
instances as proof of his position. 

Mr. Glenn suid that his great object dur- 
ing his administration as state schvol com- 
missioner would be to try to awake the 
people to the necessity of taxing themselves 
to build schoolhouses and pay teachers 
rather than to build beautiful courthouses 
and jails. He said when the boys and g'ris 
were educated by the right sort of teach- 
ers, there would be little need for court- 
ho..ses and fails.

Flight of His Wife in Company 
with’ a White Barber. 


A telegraphic dispatch from Sandersville, 
Ga., brings the information that Mr. T. F. 
Noonan, of this city, has instituted sensa- 
tional proceedings to obtain the custody of 
his little child, alleging that his wife has 
acted in a most disgraceful manner and 
forfeited her right to the child’s possession. 

Pending this application for the child's 
custody proceedings for divorce will likely 
be instituted. 

Mr. Noonan is a telepraph operator em- 
ployed by the Southern Associated Press 
and is a gentleman of high standing and 
respectability. His wife left the city last 
Friday afternoon in company with a white 
barber who lives gt Tennille, Ga. Mr. 
Noonam left the city at midnight on Satur- 
day evening and filed proceedings at San- 
dersville, Ga., yesterday morning. Hav- 
ing taken these legal steps, he returned to 
the city last night. He felt too much ag- 
grieved to discuss the matter. 

The following is the. telegram received 
last night: 

“Sandersville, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)— 
A decided sensation was created in San- 
dersville this morning when T. F. Noonan, 
of Atlanta, appealed to Ordinary New- 
man to grant him possession of his child, 
Clarence Noonan, five years old. 

“Robert LePaesch, a white barber, who 
has recently located at Tennille, appears to 
be the cause of the trouble, coupled with 
the perfidy of Noonan’s wife, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Noonan. The latter was found by 
Noonan at Tennille, where she was living 
as the wife of the fastidious and fashiona- 
ble barber. 

“Warrants were sworn out for the guilty 
pair by Noonan and Sheriff English ar- 
rested them this morning and now has 
them in his custody. 

“Noonan swore out a writ of habeas cor- 
pus for the possession of the little boy, 
Clarence, which will be heard before the 
ordinary Tuesday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 
In the meantime the sheriff ‘has him also 
in his charge. 

“Noonan says he is willing for his wife 
to go where she pleases, as he intends to 
have nothing more to do with her, and 
the only thing he wants is to get posses- 
sion of his child.

When Mr. Jones came in he took the 
chairs from the pulpit platform and gave 
them to those who were standing near. 

He said before beginning his sermon: 
“Tl was never more anxious that the pow- 
er of God should rest, upon the people and 
the service than I am now. Let everybody 
stand and pray in secret.’’ Then Mr. Jones 
led in prayer. After prayer the collection 
Was taken. Mr. Jones said: “I haven't 
said much about expenses. Put in your 
dollar, half dollar, and if you haven't got 
that drop in your nickel. If you haven't 
got that pull a lock out of your hair. If 
you are baldheaded, pull one out of your 
mustache. It is worth something to see 
a sight like this.’’ 

Turning to Mr. H. H. Smith he said 
sotto voice: Where have you been dur?

“My voice will only reach out to 10,C00 
people at best. I thank God for a text that 
goes out to the world, the 140,000,000 of 
human beings now living. 

“God so lfoved—not Europe, not Asia, not | 
the islands of the sea, but the world. ' 
God’s Love for Sinners. 

“God loves the worst sinner more than 
He does the best saint. A mother had 
three sons that were preachers and one 
that wasva vagabond. Anybody could 
Speak against the preacher boys if they 
wanted to, but the momént they jumped 
on the poor wayward son she would say: 
‘You must not say anything against my 
poor boy. He is his mother’s darling.’ 

“Sometimes I have said te my wife: 
‘Laura, I believe you loved me better when 
I was a wayward, wicked boy than you do 
now.’ She would reply by telling me: ‘You 
needed my love then more than now. You 
fan tote your own skillet now.’ 

“This is no new doctrine. No, it is as old 
as the Bible. Hear it; this is in the book. 
There were a hundred sheep that a shep- 
herd owned and one was gone—lost in the 
mountains. That shepherd left the ninety 
and nine and went out to look for the lost 
one, and when he had found him did he 
club and beat him? No, he laid him on 
his shoulder and tenderly carried him 
back to the fold. Thank God every sinner 
has a gracious father. I want you to 
forget this afternoon that the Bible or 
this preacher ever said a hard word about 
you and listen to a message full of sym- 
pathy for the lost, love for the erring 
and hope for the sinning. 

God’s Grand Work. 

“I used to think that God was mad with 
us and that the reason God loved us was 
because Christ died for us. But God dcn't 
love us because Christ died for us. As I 
travel around the world I look upon the 
grand things God has made for us—the 
ocean, the mountains, the plain, the fiow- 
ers, the streams, the valleys, but if I want 
the highest expression of his love I go to 
the cross.’’ 

Here Mr. Jones told a beautiful incident 
of a father and mother in Scotland during 
the famine, wh'o rather than sell one of 
their children to get bread said: ‘‘We will 
all die together.”’ 

‘Listen here,’’ said he, 
only begotten son. Some of the deepest 
and divinest truths we can see only in 
the light of analogies. Look at that way- 
ward boy. His father, his sisters, his 
friends may desert him, but with aching 
heart and limbs his mother will go with 
him to the lowest depths, and when he 
comes home drunk and besotted he will lay 
his head in his mother’s lap. She will 
£0 with ‘him to the gallows. She will be at 
his grave and bathe the flowers she has 
planted on his grave with her tears. Good 
old mother, singing ‘Where is my wander- 
ing boy tonight.’ Where did you get that 
undying love? When I look at a picture 
like this I wonder where such love comes 
from. When I hear the sweetest music of 
the sweetest voices 1 wonder where God’s 

great Storehouse of music is. When I see 

the skies painted in all the colors of the 
rainbow afd all nature tinted with beau- 
tiful hues I wonder where is the great 
storehouse of God's infinite love that paints 
all these beautiful things for man. It is 

the great heart of God gushing out like a 

river and flowing out to dying men, and if 

a mother will cling to her boy like that I 

believe that God will love us in heaven for- 

ever and that He will love us in hell 
forever. 


“God gave His 


husband and wife. There is no relation so 
sacred. When the minister stands before 
you and says, ‘Join your right hands. Do 
you mutually promise to love each other 
until death shall part you?’ Then and 
there is forrfied the sweetest union in this 
werld. It is the mingling of two lives, 
even as two dew drops on a rose biend to- 
gether and become one. I shall thank God 
for a good wife as long as I-live. “This 
world has misunderstood me, but there is 
one who always understands and sympa- 
thizes with me. When I have gone into my 
home at 2 o’clock at night drunk, I would 
find that good wife waiting for me. Her 
tender hand would bathe my brow and she 
‘would kneel by my bed and say, ‘Oh, God! 
shall I see my husband go down to shame 
and disgrace?’ She was true, though all 
the world would forsake me. 

“I saw a bull-necked, bull-nosed saloon 
keeper kick a poor drunken fellow out of 
the front door of his saloon. They will 
welcome you in the front door of the finest 
saloon in the city and kick you out of the 
back door of the meanest and lowest down 
one. I determined to*‘stay by that poor 
fellow and see if I could help him. I follow- 
ed him two blocks; I saw him as he turned 
up a back street to a little cottage that 
was his home; I stepped to the front of 
him and reached the little one-roomed 
house before he came. I saw four or five 
little ragged, half-fed,unkempt little children 
and a poor littl woman, worn with care 
and toil, with wrinkled face and tear-stain- 
ed eyes who was his wife. I heard her say 
to the children, ‘Hush, your father is com- 
ing.’ The poor wife was working her life 
away, making garments at $1 per dozen. 
If the communistic fires of hell shall be 
kindled in this country it will be by the 
suffering of the poor, down-trodden wo- 
man, suffering under the heel of tyranny 
and oppression. The demon that will re- 
duce a girl’s wages to starvation and then 
debauch her, is the wretch that God will 
corsign to the deepest hell. When I 
preached in Boston I told them that they 
were going into tears over the ‘brother in 
black.’ I said the brother in black is doing 
very well; you had better be looking after 
the poor oppressed women who are toiling 
their lives away in poverty through the 
oppression of the rich and avaricious who 
care nothing for human hearts and human 
lives. Man's inhumanity to woman makes 
countless thousands mcurn. 


Picture of the Drunkard’s Wife. 

“The poor drunkard’s wife sat there, and 
I could see the blue veins in her temples. 
tier husband came in staggering. I looked 
at the husband and then at the wife, and 
Il said, ‘Oh, God, which is the worse, to be—- 
the wife of a drunkard or the drunkard 
himself?’ She went up to him as he lay 
upon the squalid pallet and bathed his face 
so tenderly, and then -fell upon her knees 
and said, ‘Oh God, help me and have mer- 
cy on me and save my poor husband!’ ifa 
wife will do that; will stand by the poor 
drunkard through poverty and shame and 
disgrace; will not our Father who kindled 
that love in her heart, love us, too, in our 
shame and our degradation? 

The Frailty of Mankind. 

“TI want to win you. Oh Master, help me 
to win two thousand men to Christ at this 
hour. When twenty-four years ago I look- 
ed at God’s love to my child, to my wife 
and to me, poor wretch that 1 was, I said 
‘Oh, God, what dest thou ask of me?’ and 
all that he asked was that I should love 
Him in return. 

“T am as frail a man as lives; I have my 
faults, I have my weaknesses, but I have 
won the love of my’ dog. He stops and 
kisses me in his way, when I go nome, and 
says if you want to hunt tomorrow I will 
<0 with you and find birds as fast as you 
can shoot them. I say, ‘Hero, why do you 
love me so?’ he wags his tail and looks up 
and says in his way ‘Because you are so 
good to me.’ I have won the love of my 
horse. I go down to the’ siable, and he 
lays his face against mine and talks to me 
in his language and says, ‘Whenever you 
want to ride I am ready. Just have Joe 
saddle me and I will go you al! the gaits.’ 
And I say to him, ‘Why do you iove me 
so?’ and he says, ‘Because you are so good 
to me.’ If you do not love your God who 
is so good to you, you are lower down than 
the dog or the horse. God’s goodness to you 
is enough to melt a rock and move a 
stone. 

“This love comes to us in three manifes- 
tations. First, as a sympathetic love. 1 
don’t care who it is and what they do, if L 
know I have their sympathy. My wife has 
more influence over me and can do more 
with me than any one else. Why? Because 
I know I have her perfect sympathy. I 
have been a Christian twenty-four years. 
My father has misjudged me, friends have 
miscalculated and misapprehended ine, but 
Jesus Christ has never misjudged, misun- 
derstood or misapprehended me. Il have 
His perfect sympathy. 

“Often some little preacher, unknown to 
fame, has melted me to tears and moved 
my heart to its depths, while one of these 
great doctors of divinity, instead of melting 
me has rather repelled me, because I would 
see he had no human sympathy in his 
heart. Christ’s sympathy is ever the same. 
Thank God 1 am banking on getting to 
heaven. I am blessed every day on my 
way by the sympathy of Jesus. 

God’s Love a Helpful Love. 
“Second, this love is a helpful love. I 
can never be the man I] want to be—the 
father, the husband, the citizen I want to 
be, without the help of God. As a preacher 
I must have the help of God. If you don’t 
want God to help you, you are a thou- 
sand times stronger than I am. I pray 
every morning when I get out of bed, ‘Oh, 
God, go with me today, and help me.’ I 
married a couple down in Newton county, 
and when they were leaving for the home 
of the bridegroom her father said, ‘Daugh- 
ter, if you get sick send for father, and he 
will come; if you need help, send for father 
and he will come.’ That is the way with 
God. He comes to your help when you 
need it and He comes the quickest to those 
who need it most. When the disciples were 
in trouble, and the boat was in the storm, 
Jesus stepped in, the storm was stilled and 
it was not far to land. When Jesus comes 
to you, friends, it isn’t far to land. 

‘“Talkirg about a fellow getting along 
without help, it can’t bea done. Many a 
time I have walked out on my frent porch 
to go out for the day, and my wife would 
go with me and say, ‘Dont drink any to- 
day,’ and I would promise her. I was no 
hypocrite. I meant to do what I promised, 
but that night I would come hack home 
drunk and besotted as ever. I had tried in 
my own strength, and that was tov weak. 
I needed a divine helper. God will help 
any man that will let him help him. 

‘“‘Lastly. It is His pardoning love. 1 
don’t know what your creed may be, but 
there is one fact that stands out bigger 
than all creeds, and that is the pardoning 
love of God. Why can’t God forgive. A 
preacher once said if he had ever been con- 
verted he did not know it, and his people 
said the same thing. I know God can con- 
vert a sinner, for here stands one that 
has been. Shortly after my conversion I 
met a man I had known before. He said, 
‘Is this Sam Jones, the son of John Jones?’ 
I told him ‘Yes.’ He said, ‘Well, I have 
been a doubter all my life, but I want re- 
ligion now.’ You have your doubts and 
your notions, but here is a living example 
of how God can change a man and get him 
to be a tolerable decent fellow. After I was 
converted 1 went to preaching without a li- 
cense. I said to myself if you get to heaven 
you will have to go on the back street—you 
have done so many mean things. You will 
have to take a back seat. But one day I 
read, ‘as far as the east is from the west, 
so far hath He removed our sins from us.’ 
And I said, ‘If God w-ll remove them from 
me that far, I can walk up the front streets 


gets our sins. Oh, redeeming love that can 

cover up and hide our sins forever. If I 

had a thousand lives I would give them all 

to God. If 1 had a thousand tongues I 

would put them all to singing His praises.”’ 
Had a Wonderful Effect. 

The effect of the sermon was marvelous. 
Thousands were moved. Many believed 
that no greater sermon was ever preached 
in this country. The great audience was 
moved as a tempest sweeps the forest. 
Nearly two thousand men with earnest 
faces and tearful eyes went forward and 
took the hand of Mr. Jones, promising to 
run up the white flag and surrender to 
God. Nothing like such a religious excite- 
ment was ever witnessed in Atlanta. 


Sam Jones at Night. 
Notwithstanding the great evangelist had 
made perhaps the greatest effort of his 
life in his powerful sermon to men yester- 
day afternoon, his powers seemed in no- 
wise abated when he preached to an ir-- 


throng at night, from St. John 
vii, 17: “He that doeth the will of God 
shall know of the docir ne.” 

“When these words were heard by He- 
brews they must have had strange 


mense 


thoughts. but God knew their thoughts 
as he knows your and my thoughts. Know- 
blessing knowledge is, 
that Christianity is an 
experiment. It is the 
Christian to have this 


ing—how great a 
and to know, too, 
experience not an 
privilege of every 
experience. 

‘Men have doubted in all ages of the 
world. They were not sinners because 
they were infidels, but infidels because they 
were sinners. Infidelity has no place ina 
lfeart that is empty of sin, for that heart 
will be full of God. You can’t put sin 
and God in the same heart any more than 
you can put two bodies in the same place. 
If you have a jug full of molasses you 
need not tell the air to fill that jug for 
there is no piace for it, but just invert 
that jug and let the molasses run out 
and the air will fill it. Mmpty the heart 
of sin and at once God will fill it. 

The Quickest Conversion. 

“Every Christian feels this experience 
within his soul. The quickest conversion 
on record was that of Nathaniel. His 
heart was empty of sin, for Christ 
said as He saw Nathaniel approach- 
ing him, ‘Behcld an Israelite indeed 
in whom there is no guile,’ and at once 
Nathaniel fell down before Him and said, 
‘My Lord and my God.’ Men have always 
been doubters. They doubted when Gal.leo 
said the world turns on its axis; they 
doubted when Harvey discovered the cir- 
culation of the blood; they doubted when 
Morse discovered the power and use of 
electric wires; they doubted when Fulton 
discovered the power of steam; yet the 
world still makes its daily rounds; the 
blood still courses through our veins; we 
talk from one city to another over elec- 


ure. In this text we have the material for 
building the temple of character—the house 
not made with hands. 


First Stone in Character-Making. 
“The first great stone in character build- 
» ing is faith—faith in God; faith in right and 
| its ultimate triumph. Faith is the hand 
reached up to the hand that made the 
world and makes me take the side of God 
and ties me there. The man who says I 
believe, and believes in his heart, is omnip- 
otent. We can’t walk by sight. When 1 
look over at the saloons and evil houses 
and see the power of sin inerenched, 1 
would run were it not for faith in God. 
‘As I look on the liquor traffic I see them 
united and in control of things. Like a 
locomotive rolling on and hurting obsta- 
cles from its track, these engines of hell 
are moving Over human hearts. But 1 
have seen the train and engine stopped by 
the snow piled up in front of it fifteen feet 
deep, made by the little white flakes that 
dropped down silently one by. one. So the 
white ballots of the Christian people ot 
| this country will pile up at last a barrier 
to the saloons that will stop and stall them 
forever, I don't know when this will be, 
but I am going to fight all the same. 


The Next Stone Virtue. 

“The next stone that fits right on the 
Stone of faith in this temple of character 
is virtue. Virtue means courage. When a 
man believes it takes courage to make him 
do what he believes. God never chooses a 
coward for a great work.’’ Here Mr. Jones 
fave a graphic description of a duel in 
which Andrew Jackson showed the highest 
order of physical courage. 

“But,” said he, “i care nothing for grit 
like that. J am not going to fight if I can 
get two seconds to think. The courage 
spoken of in the text is moral courage, that 
courage that will make a man stand for 
the right until he is as full of bullets as a 
pepper box is of holes. I have seen men 
that would face bullets that were cowards 
when it came to duty, If { had one prayer 
to make it would be this, ‘Oh, Lord, give 
uS a presidert, a congress, legislatures, 
judges and rulers who would dare to do 
right. Give us preachers who will say, ‘‘I 
will preach as God would have me preach 
if I get out of bread before sundown.’ ”’ 
There are some little fellows in the church 
that are afraid they will lose friends it 
they do right. That sort of a Methodist is 
a snail and that sort of a Baptist is a tad- 
pole. The premium on courage in America 


was never higher than today. 

Knowledge Comes Next. 

“Knowledge is the next stone in the tem- 
ple of character. God can’t do anything 
with a fool. If a man has more sense than 
religion he is a rascal. God puts his augur 
in a man’s head and bores down. He don’t 
Start at the bottom. Some of you have 
sense but won't do what you know to be 
right. I am not talking about culchaw, as 
they call it in Boston. Whenever a fellow 
goes off on Theosophy and Christian Science 
there is something the matter with him. 
You had better have his mind examined 
and give him three meals a day. You 
Christian Science sister, you need meat 


tric Wires; We traverse over great dis- 
tances drawn by mighty steam engines. 
Now the enlightened world is free to 
acknowledge the truth of all those theories 
and doubt has died before demonstration. 

“Eighteen hundred years ago Christ dis- ! 
covered that his blood wouid save the 
world. His gospel has:triumphed for over 
eighteen hundred years and its truth has 
never lacked demonstration, but still men 
continue to doubt its truth. Do you know 
why they doubt Christ. yet accept the 
truths of nature and of science? I can 
tell you: They accept all these other 
things and continue to drink and lie and 
steal, but the moment they accept Christ 
they mfust give up all sin. This is what 
is the matter. 

Pity for Agnostics. 

“How I do pity these little agnostics. 
They say, ‘I dor’t know anything’—yes 
you do; you know you are mean as the 
devil. Running around talking about the- 
osophy and other § stuff. You need to 
quit that devilment. You remind me of a 
hungry child that when he is offered 
bread and meat and milk’ says, ‘TI don’t 
know about those things, give me that 
rubber tube.’ 

“You can all run off 
want to, but I have found as much as I 
Want in the Bible—this blessed book. You 
may discuss all the theories you please, 


after isms if you 


but the hardest thing for me to handle is 
the Ten Commandments. Take this book 
and you won't need any more. But you 
say, ‘I don't believe in anything; I can’t 
see.’ You little idiot, you don’t believe you 
have backbone do you? You want 
ocular demonstration and yet when you 
see a thing you are not honest enough 
to confess it. 
The Genuineness of Christianity. 

“Religion is love. Christianity is a verity 
and I can prove it. You say you don't 
believe in mathematics—that two and two 
do not make four, er six times six do not 
make thirty-six, that these are but slly 
things. Yet when the great tunnel was 
cut through the Alps the calculations 
based upon simple rules of mathematics. 
and their simple figures were so correct 
that parties cutting through from either 
side met exactly in the center of that 
great mountain. 

“You ask me what I have by which to 
prove my religion to be true, and\ I say 
my religion makes me happy. You say 
that is silly. You say, what else, and I 
say I have known for twenty-five years 
that God has saved me. You say give us 
a demonstration. I tell you Christ is 
passing by and a blind man says, ‘O, 
Lord, that I may receive my sight.’ Christ 
toid him after putting clay upon his 
eyes to go to the pool and wash. The! 
man did not stop to doubt as you would do, 
but went and washed as directed and open- 
ing his eyes he saw. Then you say this 
Christ did not do it, give God the glory, 
butethe man says, ‘One thing I know, I 
was blind and now I see.’ 

A Practical Demonstration. 

“This same dcubting is here in Atlanta. 
You said Sam Jones can’t get a crowd to 
preach to, but he has got the crowd. You 
Say he can’t move this crowd to a better 
life, but God has moved the multitude and 
now you say it won't last. 

“The way to prove a thing is to try it. 

he poor lepers did not tell Jesus the 
priests wouid not let them come near when 
Christ told them to go show themselves to 
the priests, but started at once to, do his 
bidding and were healed on the way. 

“If Jesus ever failed to do what the poor 
fellow who was trusting Him asked Him 
to do let us down with Him, but if He 
has kept his word let us praise Him. 

‘You don’t DWelieve in regeneration be- 
cause you don’t understand it. If you will 
take the Bible and live up to what you do 


understand you can afford to wait for the 
rest until you get to heaven. 

“ff you will begin and do before you get 
religion just like you would if you had 
religion it won’t be very long before you 
get it. 

“Go right on, join the church, hold fam- 
ily prayer, pray in meetings and do just as 
you would if you had religion and you will 
soon get there.’’ 

The’ closing exhortaticn was full of the 
love of Gog to men and its effects were 
seen when sixty-five persons came for- 
ward and joined the church. 


In Dr. Hawthorne’s Pulpit. 

Sam Jones filled Dr. Hawthorne's pulpit 
yesterday morning. The large church was 
packed with listeners. More left than got 
in, because there was no space in the 
aisles and galleries and pews to hold them. 

His text was taken from the first epistle 
of Peter: ‘“‘And besides this give all dili- 
gence.

The sermon was concluded in a beautiful 
tribute to charity. 


Rev. Stuart at Boulevard Church. 

Rev. George R. Stuart, the evangelist, 
preached yesterday morning to a crowded 
house at the Boulevard church. His text 
was from the first chapter and the eighth 
verse of Daniel: ‘“‘But Daniel purposed in 
his heart that he would not defile himself 
with the portion of the king’s mea, nor 
with the wine which he drank.” 

The sermon was one of great power and 
scores at the close of the services came to 
the altar and promised to lead a new and 
better life. 

Rev. Mr. Stuart was at his best and show- 
ed what absolute consecration to God will 
do for a man.

Daniel wonld not eat the king's 
meat, nor drink the king’s wine,” beCuuse it 
was in violation of his father’s religion, and 
no threat, however severe, could move 
him. A man who is a true Christian, as 


God would have him, must purpose in his 
heart, let come what will, to do the right 
at all times, and not compromise for any- 
thing. God would have us love Him with 
our whole heart and When we do it He will 
take care of us like He did Daniel when 
he was thrown into the den of lions, or the 
three Hebrew children when they were 
put into the fiery furnace. 


First Presbyterian Church. 
‘Faith’ was the theme which Dr. Bar- 
nett discussed at, the morning service. 
The text selected was, John vi, 29: “Jesus 
answered and said unto them, This is the 
word of God, that ye believe on Him whom 


he hath sent.” 

‘Faith,’ said the pastor, “‘is difficult to 
define, and explanations and illustrations 
of its meaning rather befog than throw 
light upon the subject. 

“The woman who asked that she might 
but touch the hem of her Savior’s gar- 
rvent, and was bidden to go forth w.th 
the assurance, “Thay faith hath made thee 
whole;:’ and the man who brought his 
dying son to Christ, possessed true and 
undefiled faith—such as the text implies. 
Good works alone will accomplish noth- 
ing in the sight of God. A moralist, total- 
ly without the taint of sin and pollution, 
unless he holds in hig heart the faith that 
the gospel requires, cannot inherit the 
kingdom of heaven.” Dr. Barnett here con- 
sidered the belief of many unwise and 
uneducated people who oppose creeds of 
all kinds, saying there is no such thing. 
And yet their belief is a creed in itself, 
and contradictory in its very nature, “A 
poor fellow once came to me for aid, and 
related his intemperate, debauched ex- 
perience since leaving home. I correspond- 
ed with his parents and received a sum 
of money shortly afterwards to defray his 
return expenses. I found the poor fellow 
in his room, just arousing from a half- 
conscious stupor. I showed him the letter 
and the money. Tears gathered in his 
eyes as he thanked me. He believed in 
the letter and the money, and the memory 
they recalled of his old Virginia home, his 
loving mother and devoted father. This 
was faith. If I owed a great debt and a 
man brought me a check for $100,000 with 
which to caneel it, I would first inquire 
into his bank account and if this warrented 
the gift. I would then look into his face 
and learn if he was in earnest. If I 
found his generosity sincere I would place 
my signature on the back of the check, 
draw the money from the bank and pay 
the debt. This would be faith, a candid 
belief in my friend’s honor 

“Faith, however, does not exclude good 
works. These are enjoined upon us in a 
secondary way and must support and sus- 
tain, invigorate and purify faith. 

‘‘There is no partial faith. It is necessa- 
rily the kind that ‘moves the mountain.’ 
Any other will not be recognized by the 
Father.’’ 

Dr. Barnett considered the text in its 
various details, and closed the sermon with 
an earnest appeal to the unconverted hear- 
er to accept the faith as propounded and 
illustrated by Jesus Christ.

“A SUNDAY SUICIDE. 


Painter McDowell Ended His Life With 
Morphine Yesterday. 


AN OVERDOSE OF THE DRUG 


He Was Taken to the Grady Hospital, 
but the Physicians Could Not 
Save Him. 


Chamberlin McDowell, a painter, took an 
overdose of morphine yesterday morning, 
dying from the effects of the drug several 
hours later. He was carried to the Grady 
hospital, but the physicians at the institu- 
tion were unable to save him. 

McDowell Hved on Auburn avenue near 
Jackson street. He was about twenty-six 
years old and a wel! known young man in 
his trade. No cause for the deed has been 
ascribed by his friends. 

Yesterday morning McDowell complained 
of feeling badly but little attention was 
paid to him at his house. He told some of 
those in the house that he intended to take 
morphine and kill himself, but he was 
thought to be joking and attempting to 
scare those about him. A short time after 
that he was found under the influence of 
something, but his friends did not believe 
that he had carried out his threat for 
some time. 

When it was seen that McDowell had 
really swallowed some kind of poison ne 
Was sent to a drug store near by and 
treated there as best the physicians 
could. The man was fast becoming under 
the influence of the poison and it was de- 
cided to take him to the hospital. Some 
one telephoned for the ambulance, but by 
the time the sick man was lifted from it 
at the hospital he was in a very bad way. 
For awhile after the hospital surgeon got 
to work on the patient he appeared to im- 
prove and at one time it was thought that 
he would get well. But after two or three 
hours the drug effect began to tell on the 
man and slowly his condition became worse. 
All possible was dome to save him, but the 
efforts of the doctors availed them nothing, 
McDowell breathing his last about noon. 
Coroner Paden was notified and he order- 
ed the body transferred to the undertaking 
establishment of Hiliburn & Bowden, An 
inquest will be held at that place this morn- 
ing. It is sa‘d that McDowell left a letter 
explaining his act, but it could not be 
found yesterday. <A short time before he 
took the drug he was with several women,

One 
not having seen her since she abandoned 
her professional career will observe that 
her tall, graceful figure is more rounded— 
with a slight tendency toward stoutness. 
Six years have made no changes in the 
beauty of ther features except to ripen and 
soften it. The girlish fairness has been 
transformed into a more mature, womanly 
beauty. Her vivacity of manner—always 
one of her most delightful characteristics— 
has not been modified in the slightest de- 
gree: the same heartiness of spirit and 
healthy enthusiasm, so well remembered 
by those who knew her intimately; the 
same wholesomeness of thought; the same 
merry laugh—as if she laughed because 
she enjoyéd nothing better in the world; 
the same quickness and readiness of 
speech; the same animation of the eyes 
are unchanged unless they be further ac- 
centuated, and in their development maae 
more winsome and attractive. But of the 
actress nothing remains. Her past is 
her past, and unless one recalls it neither 
its trials nor triumphs seem to come back 
to her. And even when the past—her 
stage career—is brought up the results are 
not exactly satisfactory, considered from 
a conversational standpoint. She recalls 
her successes, of course; Mary Anderson 
is not the woman to forget the kindnesses 
that were showered upon her. But that 
part of her life is past—to her—and nearly 
lost sight of. Not a portrait in her sur- 
roundings presents or suggests her as an 
actress. Of all the hundreds of character 
photographs taken of her she does not 
possess a single one. Nor has she a pro- 
gramme of one of her performances. The 
names of the American theaters where she 
scored even her greatest successes she can 
recall only with apparent effort. So thor- 
oughly blotted out are the details of the 
most important epoohs in her stage career 
that when she was asked, only recently, 
the date of her last appearance, she re- 
plied that it was the time of the inaugura- 
tion of President Hayes, twelve years wide 
of the actual occurrence! Nor does she 
seem in any way to incline toward refresh- 
ing her recollection of the chief incidents 
of her brilliant dramatic career. She is 
simply too happy in the living present to 
pay much heed to the dead past.”’

Unless Governor Atkinson intervenes He 
Will Hang Then.

CASE COMES UP THIS WEEK 


And It Is Probable That the Governor 
Will Take Action in It Today. 
The Evidence All In. 


Governor Atkinson has been ill at the 


mansion since last Wednesday, but he was 
much improved yesterday, and he was 
walking about his home in good spirits. 

He will be at his office this morning in 
his usual health and will be faced with a 
number of important matters that de- 
mand his attention. Among the very im- 
portant things that will come before the 
sovernor, and which he will be called upon 
to decide right away, is the case of Alex 
Carr. 

Without the intervention of the governor, 
Alex Carr will go to the gallows next 
Iriday. He is sentenced to be hanged on 
that day and not a thing stands in the 
way of it at present. save the hope that 
the governor will take some action on the 
case today or tomorrow. 

The friends of Carr are not despondent 
of success, although the time set for the 
execution of Carr is but a few days off. 
They feel very sure that the governor will 
do something to delay the matter. 

The case is not a new one to the gov- 
ernor. It has been before him several 
months and thhe has many facts before him 
bearing on it. When the application for 
pardon was first presented to him the gov- 
ernor determined to delve deep into the 
truth concerning the merits of the case and 
to find out for a certainty whether or not 
Carr was really insane. He appointed a 
board of examining physicians, consisting 
of experts in insanity cases, and this board 
made a very thorough examination of the 
condition of the condemned man. The 
report of this committee is known to the 
public. Every member of the committee, 
save Dr. James B. Baird, of this city, sign- 
ed a report to the effect that Carr was 
insane, Dr. Baird presented a minority 
report. He took the ground that it would 
be entirely possible for a sane man to 
simulate a eondition such as Carr’s, and 
that, in his opinion, Carr was sane. He 
stated, however, that there Was a reason- 
able possibility of the condemned man 
being insane. 

These two reports have been presented 
to the governor and he is pondering over 
them. He has had them before him fora 
month past and presumably he has been 
considering them together with a vast 
amount of other data bearing on the case 
which he has in his possession. 

The cohdition of Carr is practically un- 
changed from what it has been for several 
months past. He still keeps close in his 
cell, never speaking to any one and never 
betraying the sljghtest sign of recognition. 
He eats with ravenous appetite but never 
allows any one to gee him devour his food. 

Carr’s attorneys, the Messrs. Arnold, will 
not again appear before the governor in his 
behalf. They have made their last appeal 
in behalf of their client and seem to feel 
confident that the governor will take action 
favorable to Carr. Carr’s father, who has 
been spending nearly all his time work- 


‘ing for the life of his condemned son, is 


also extremely hopeful that the governor 
will either grant his son a commutation of 
sentence until the question of his insanity 
can be settled or will grant him a respite. 

It is thought the governor will act in the 
case today. He has not given out any in- 
timation of what his action will be, and 
the friends of the condemned man, 
is sentenced to death next Friday, will 
have to remain in suspense until he an- 
nounces his decision in the Case. No 
steps have been taken by the sheriff to 
execute the sentence of the court, as it 
has been the prevailing impression that 
the governor would intervene; however, 
should the governor not do so, the sheriff 
can easily prepare for the hanging without 
any loss of time.

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TWO MEN FIGHT 
OVER A RING 


‘Bir. Pickert Says He Saw Crossley Take 
It From a Show. Case. 


HE GATHERED THE YOUNG MAN 


‘And a Lively Setto Occurred in the 
Jewelry Store 


THE POLICE TAKE CROSSLEY IN CHARGE 


He Is Now Locked Up at Police Head- 
quarters and a Charge of Larceny 
Is Booked Against Him. 


Thad Crossley, a young white man who 
formerly worked at the Lyceum theater, 
was badly beaten about the face in the 
jewelry store of A. I". Pickert, on W hite- 
hall street about noon Saturday. The 
young man was caught taking a ring from 
a showcase, it is said, and Mr. Vinson Pick- 
ert caught and whipped him severely. 

Crossley was held and turned over to 
officers and locked up at the police station 
on a charge of larceny. He is also suspect- 
ed of having stolen a ring from the same 
place a week or two ago. He was in a bad 
way when Mr. Pickert was taken off of 
him, his eyes being black and swollen and 
his lip about double the ordinary eize, 

Crossley lives with his mother at 246 
Woodward avenue, he says. Lately he has 
not been at work. He claims that he is a 
friend of Mr. Pickert’s anod that he did not 
mean to keep the ring he took from a tray. 
Mr. Pickert thinks otherwise and he whip- 
ped Crossley when the latter resisted and 
aitempted to get away. 

About a week ago young Crossley is said 
to have gone into the jewelry store aud 
asked to see some rings He was shown a 
tray full. Shortly after he left the store 
people discovered that a fine diamond ring 
had been = stolen and suspicion rested on 
Crossley. No positive evidence could be 
secured against the young man and he was 
not arrested. Yesterday, when he is said 
to have been caught taking a ring, the 
Pickerts were convinced that Crossley took 
the diamond ring. lt is said that Crossley 
attempted to pawn the missing ring at 15 
Decatur street, but failed. It has not been 
recovered yet, but the detectives are keep- 
ing a lookout for it. 


Crossly is only seventeen years old. He 


claims to have come to Atlanta from Rut- 


ledge, Ga., some time ago. He says that 
for sometime he worked for Manager Mich- 
ael in the box office of the Lyceum. He de- 
mies the charge of having stolen the ring 
2 week ago. He says that he has been in 
the habit of staying about Pickert’s place 
and had often handled rings and jewelry. 
Blacked His Eye. 

Mr. Vinson Pickert is a son of Mr. A. F. 
Tickert. He was in the store at the time 
Crossley went in and he told the officers 


that he saw Crossley put his hand in a 


showcase and take out a ring. He then 
ran and grabbed the young man and a 
struggle between them followed. Mr. Pick- 
ert is the stronger of the two and he de- 
termined to take the ring away from 
Crossley, finding it necessary to overpower 
the latter in doing so. In the scuffle Mr. 
Piekert struck Crossley a territic blow 
ebout the left eve and for several hours 
the eye was closed as a result of the lick 
and the swelling. His lip was bruised and 
swollen and the young man was in a bad 
way when turned over to the officers. 
Detective Lanford arrested Crossley and 
locked him up. He is investigating the case 
and believes that he will be able to find 
the first stolen ring. Crossley was locked 
up at the police station shortly after noon. 


WANTS TO DIE PEACEFULLY. 


Mr. Parker Plans His Tomb and In- 


sists on Superintending Its Erection. 
Waycross, Ga, March 22.—(Special.)— 
William Parker, the founder and president 
of the Christian Laymen Workers’ Asso- 
ciation, which had ‘its incipiency about 
eight years ago, while Mr. Parker was a 
class leader in the Methodist church, has 
heen in bad health for several years with 
lung disease, and recently he has begun to 
arrange his business affairs so that after 
his death there will be no trouble for 
his family. But Mr. Parker &§as also been 
making preparations for his burial, hav- 
ing recently effected the notion of having 
his tomb or vault made prior to his death. 
Hie has expressed a desire to personally 
superintend the construction of the vault 
in which he and his wife will be laid 
when they die. This. can hardly be 
regarded otherwise than a pecuHarity, Mr. 


_ Parker having recently espoused some pe- 


culjiar religious views, or views with re- 
gard to the duty of laymen. As an in- 
stance of this peculiarity he requires that 
all members of his association, wherever 
they shall be, shall kneel in prayer on en- 
tering any house of worship. The by- 
laws of his association are remarkable for 
their originality and peculiarity. No per- 
son not in good standing as a member of 
one of the Christian denominations thall 
become a member of the association, and 
even then only when the association shall 
have voted therefor by a two-thirds ma- 
jority of the class on two different occa- 
sions. In his Httle book on (the his- 
tory and by-laws of his association, Mr. 
Parker says that his class was called the 
“Braveyard class,’’ because of its proximity 
of location to the cemetery. 

Mr. Parker is a man of considerable 
means, and his remaining days will be 
devoted to the upbuilding of the Christian 
laaymen Workers’ Association. He is a 
useful and respected citizen, and although 
his little. peculiarities—they are harmless— 
are generally known, everybody likes him.

Robert Barr, we are told, was once a 
carpenter. If that is so I know he was a 
good one, one who measured and sawed 
and nailed ali day and attemped no fancy 
frills in his work. 

By and by he quit 
undertook writing books. He did not 
abandon his good honest methods. He 
still used good timber and put up sub- 
stantial structures. He was not a fancy 
worker and indulged in no pretentious or- 
namentation. 

“A; Woman Intervenes,” a very 
novel, is the latest thing from his work- 
shop. It is a story of today and a story of 
New York, of the sea, of London, of Cana- 
da and all about. We are whisked across 
seas in a dizzy manner and once we are 
shipwrecked.

A Suit on a Contract Made by the Old 


Commodore. 

New York, March 22.—Commodore Van- 
derbilt and William A. Brown entered into 
an agreement on March 21, 1851, by which 
eight steamers belonging to Brown were 
to run from San Francisco to San Juan del 
Sur and connect with the commodore’s 
steamers Tunning to this city. 

It is claimed that these steamers earned 
$480,000 a year under this arrangement. 
Brown borrowed $120,000 from the commo- 
dore to be paid out of his earnings of the 
vessels and gave a bill of sale on them. 
William H. A. Brown, of Chicago, admin- 
istrator of his father, broucht suit in the 
supreme court here’ to recover $2,000,000 
from the heirs of Commodore Vanderbilt: 
Yesterday Justice MacLean granted, by 
default, an order to Brown’s counsel requir- 
ing the. Vanderbilts to show cause why 
Brown should not have access to the books 
and papers of the commodore.

AS TO SUPERINTENDENT KLINE. 


It Is Believed He Will Be General 


Manager of the Interoceanic.: 

Savannah, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)—JIt 
is accepted as a fact among railroad men in 
Savannah that Superintendent T. D. Kline, 
of the Central, will accept the position of 
general manager of the Inter-Oceanic rail- 
way of Mexico.

Mr. Kline will leave the Central of his 
own accord. There is not an official of the 
road but who would be glad to have him 
remain. The western offer, however, was 
such a tempting one, that it was not to his 
interest to refuse it. Who Mr. Kline’s suc- 
cessor will be is not known and nothing 
has been said about it because of the fact 
that no successor has been as yet secured.

Last night Pilcher, who has been on the 
track of the negro for several days, locat- 
ed him, and in company with a bailiff, also 
from Alabama, went to the house where he 
was and demanded him to surrender. The 
answer he received was an »Xath, and the 
appearance of the negro with a drawn 
knife. The negro rushed at Pilcher and 
the bailiff with his knife and cut their 
coats in several places. Pilcher leveled his 
gun and fired, the shot entering the breast 
of the negro and killing him instantly. The 
coroner's jury returned a verdict in favor 
of Pilcher—justifiable homicide.

Chicago, March 22.—Six hundred garment 
workers who went on strike have re- 
turred to their machines, working for an 
advance of 25 per cent in wages, a weekly 
pay dav, recognition of the union and a 
bond of $200 to bind the bosses to live up 
to iheir agreement. Fiity of the tailor 
contractors called at the garment workers’ 
headquartcrs yesterday and signed the 
contract, but permission was not given for 
the workers to return:to the shops until 
the bond had been given. The contractors 
were compelled to yield to the garment 
wcecrkers’ terms, because the owners of the 
custom tailor establishments demanded 
that orders be filled. The practical sur- 
render of the contractors has not changed 
the condition of the cniters’.strike. The

Montgomery moved, end it was seconded 
by Birmin:ham, that the Southern asso- 
ciation ask for class A protection at the 
hands of the National league. Carried 
unzé rimously. 

The Reach ball was adopted for the sea- 
son of 1896, a dispateh being received from 
that firm accepting the Southern associa- 
tion’s terms. 

In view of the diopping of Nashvilie it 
was found impossible to taake a substitute, 
and to clear the matter up and avoid furcth- 
er meetings, Mobile moved that Barry L. 
liolt, cf Montgomery, be authorized to 
draft a schedule, the same to be final, and 
to be accepted by the icague without pro- 
test. Birmingham seconded the resclution 
and it was adopted unanimously, much 
against the wishes of Mr. Holt, who kicked 
at so much labor being put upvun his shoul- 
ders.

After a life of struggle and 
suffering we pass to heaven, wnere the 
results of the earth life are stored away 
and assimilated by the soul, thus being 
made immortai. in heaven character is 
made permanent; the thoughts and ideas 
of earth are lived out and become a per- 
manent experience of the soul. The mind 
and character gained im the present body 
represents this personality; similarly the 
soul renresents the real mian, because 
it is the repository of the experience of all 
lives in the past. 

“Theres is a vast mass of authority in 
Support of reincarnation. About 7) per 
cent of the present inhabitants of the 
world accept it. Modern Christianity is 
about the only religion that has Iost it. 

“The writings of Josephus, Philo and 
Other Jews also relate several interesting 
things believed by the Jews. They state 
that it was currently believed that Adam 
Was reincarnated as David and wil! ap- 
pear again as the Messiah Also, that 
Cain was born aga:n as the Egyptian 
that Moses slew, thus meeting his just 
deserts. Herod and others evidently be- 
lieved it, for when hearing about Jesus, 
the Bible relates that Herod said: ‘It is 
John the Baptist, whom [ beheaded in 
brison, risen from the dead.’ Uthers 
Said: ‘It is Elias,’ and others said: ‘It is 
one of the prophets.’ These all had been 
dead for some time and 
carnated in their conception. 

“The present period sees reincarnation 
being rap.dly accepted by the 
thinkers of the day. The Rev. Ed Beecher, 
in his book, ‘The Conflict of the Ages,’ 
Says that ‘without reincarnation Cnhris- 
tianity is illogical.’ He is certainly cor- 
rect, for religion deals with a man’s soul 
and reincarnation is the only way of un- 
derstanding its existence. 

“Heli and the devil are being erased 
from men’s minds. They cannot con- 
ceive how a loving God can consign His 
children to an eternity of hell, where the 
soul burns forever. But if there is no 
hell, there is no place but heaven after 
death. It matters not what is done in 
this life, murder, lying, stealing, all must 
zo to heaven, for there-is no other place. 
To abolish the theological hell is correct, 
but to make Christianity logical, rein- 
carnation must be restered, for the wicked 
rust meet their just deserts which they 
do upon reincarnation into the world. 

“There is ample proof that the founder 
of Christianity and His followers for 500 
years taught reincarnation. Reincarna- 
tion is seen in every part of nature, the 
outer forms changing, but the inner life 
persisting. Trees put on a new growth 
of leaves in spring and seem to die in 
winter, but only to reincarnate the fol- 
lowing year. Seeds produce plants which 
flower and leave other seeds. The outer 
plants disappear, but the seed reproduces 
a new one. 

“How explain all the different condi- 
tions into which man is born? Rich and 
poor, intellectua] ard stupd, healthy and 
diseased, virtuous and vicious. There can 
be no effect without a cause. There are 
euects and man demands to. know the 
cause. Two explanations may be given— 
either some deity outside man’s contro? 
arranges our circumstances or we do it 
ourselves. If a deity capriciously favors 
some with all the good things and con- 
demns others to suffering: and misery 
it is but natural to accuse hm of injus- 
tice. Theosophy shows that each can 
make his own conditions. ‘Whatsoever a 
man soweth that shall he also reap,’ as 
Paul said. We sow in our life and reap 
in the harvest in the next. Tne law is im- 
mutable, bringing to each his exact de- 
Serts, rewards for good deeds, suffer ng 
tor evil. The varied conditions of life 
are thus explained on a basis of exact 
justice, and we are relieved from accusing 
the deity of injustice. 

“The keynote of reincarnation is hope. It 
gives hope to the most hopeless. Men must 
rea'ize the possesson of an immortal 
soul, which is a part of the universa? 
divine soul.”
